FASHION AND STYLE АТ THE 29TH NEW ENGLAND S/D CONVENTION IN 
PORTLAND, MAINE 


Portland, Maine; A friendly and hospitable city, An uncluttered city, where if 
you should get lost, you бап very quickly find your way again. The maps to help us 
find the halls were also simplified so that we got to our destinations with a minimum 
of frustration. One immense help to us was the indication of one way streets and 
the direction of travel. That saved us from immeasurable stress. 


Another small but innovative idea was that of attaching the registration ribbon 
to our own name badges, rather than to temporary ones, thus, we were able to display 
our own club badges. It must have also saved the registration committee a lot of 
extra fussy work. 


At the Fashion Show on Saturday morning, there was another nice touch. . .round 
tables to sit at, set with white linen, where the audience could enjoy coffee and 
blueberry or corn muffins with butter before show time. The show opened with the 
music of the TLC group which originated &t Scarborough High School, who sang and 
danced and played with verse, style and professionalism beyond compare. They were 
superb! Then the lights dimmed for our showing of just about fifty outfits, three fourths 
of which were homemade. . . Now, right here I have to explain to you that it will 
be impossible for me to draw all these fine designs for you, so I will show you some 
that might be representative. 


The first to be shown was !he Convention Committee outfit, done in white and 
aqua (colors of the sea) and modeled by the Chairmen,themselves. See Sketch #1. 
An extra touch were the matching aqua "sissy britches," which were a part of each 
outfit. All the committee heads were dressed in these outfits which made a beautiful 
display in the main hall during the Celebrity Hour. 


The third outfit shown was also supplied by a square dance shop. A handsome outfit 
in black and white with a touch of red in her corsage and Nis tie – see sketch #2. This 
outfit is a favorite of mine, not only because of its design, but because it is the club 
costume of the Downeast Westerners, which was the club where | first discovered 
this wonderful contemporary Square Dancing. I was a member in the middle '50s. 


The other two outfits shown in this group were also special costumes, one an 
attractive red and white jumper dress (store-bought) was club costume for the Sasome 
Club, and the other was the Massachusetts State Costume; navy blue skirt and trousers, 
white shirts and gold vest with the state silhouette on the back in white with a red 
mark indicating the location of your club. 


The next group of outfits to come on were all commercially made clothes, and 
as home-mades are my thing, | won't discuss any in detail, but 1 must say with 
enthusiasm that these dresses were as well designed and constructed as any you will 
ever see on the dance floor. Anyone wearing one of these can certainly feel very 
well dressed! 


In the "I did it my way" section, there were four fine outfits; one scoop neck, 
puff sleeve, snug midriff classic design made from the famous "Swiss Miss" embroidered 
fabric made in Wisconsin (the Pearsons must have gone to the National in Milwaulki). 
A "Kentucky Ruffles" pattern inspired a striking red, white and black gored dress 
shown in sketch #3, and an Authentic pattern #323 might have been the basis for 
а cool-Joaking white dress іп a small red heart print, with red trim. А popular style this 
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Needle Noles (Continued) 


year is the skirt made with three floating tears (of which there were five in this show) 
and the black and grey one in this segment was a very well designed one. See sketch 
#4. 


The "Imagination" section a white and brown checked top and solid brown skirt 
decorated with very large white hearts embroidered to depict six different Square 
Dance calls, was a very individual design, as was a simple solid blue dress decorated 
with grossgrain ribbon rainbows and white unicorns. A spring dress made from a green 
and white frog print was enhanced with white ruffling and her partner's vest was 
appliqued with the frog design. One dress in a bright red on tangerine print featured 
an antique deep V neck piece of ecru lace, which was found among the seamstress's 
grandmother's things. Turquoise has become a popular color this year, and the one 
in this color was a breath of spring with its white trim, ruffled hem and fluffy white 
over-skirt. 


The young people were represented by some fine home-made clothes. There was 
а pretty light pink and blue pinafore dress, featuring stripes and flowers; there was 
a turquoise flowed print dress featuring a fitted midriff and a skirt of three floating 
tiers; a mint green, yellow and white dress set off by ruffles and lace, a reversible 
print blue denim skirt open in the front to show a white eyelet petticoat, two little 
girls in identical dresses with lace yokes and sleeves, one purple dress one green, 
both girls wearing cowboy hats (the dresses made from a combination of Butterick 
and Simplicity patterns) and э little boy and girl couple, he in black with a peach 
vest and tie and she in a peach dotted swiss dress accented with a black chocker and 
black shoes. 


Next, we have the Dine and Dance category. First, an interesting four piece red 
and white ensemble that is interchangeable for shopping, traveling, visiling and then 
dancing, then a classic black and white outfit thal can be dressy or not, depending 
on the style of blouse – matching black vests for each of them, and her black petticoat 
can be moderate or full, depending on the type of dance. Next, a long ankle-Jength 
blue Victorian style dress suitable for a wedding reception could be used later at 
a Square Dance with the addition of a full petticoat. The Vice Chairmen of this 
Convention displayed very striking outfits in black, red and white. The red peplum 
vest can be removed for an informal gathering or during a very warm dance. This 
peplum vest was taken from the March '87 Needle Notes article - See sketch #5. 
Another beautiful Swiss Miss dress done in simple fashion which this spectacular 
embroidered fabric requires and because of its style can be used for special dances 
or regular club nights. A dress with a lace yoke, white bodice, long sleeves and flounce 
at the hemline and the basic skirt done in a glamorous, glistening fabric of white 
flowers on aqua. This aqua fabric was repeated at the neckline. An Authentic pattern 
was used for the Vodice = probably #312. An orchid colored dress with a very distinctive 
border design on iis full gathered skirt and on its three quarter length sleeves. The 
border was designed in just the color purple. Very effective. To complete this group 
of dresses was n lovely floral print with feather stitching highlighting the design. 
The final outfit in this group was a western dungaree and boots outfit for a camping 
couple for socializing. They featured quilted vests that coordinated with their outfits 
and each other. These were made by their daughter. 


Our last group of dresses are for celebrating very special occasions and holidays. 
We start with ruffles, eight ruffles of alternating green fabric and white lace to form 
the skirt of this party dress. The green bodice was embellished with a white bib of 
lacey ruffles and the split short sleeves were trimmed with ruffles. A green bow placed 
low on the bodice punctuated the accentuated neckline. See sketch #6. Another St. 
Patrick's Day dress was done in green and white checked gingham and featured a 
white V yoke and over-skirt. This one would be nice for any club event in March. 
I suspect it was made from Authentic pattern #309. A beautiful aqua Swiss Miss 
embroidered fabric made into a full-skirted, scooped neck, little sleeve party dress. 
An extra touch of added embroidery curved across the bodice. An all purpose festive 
dress was the one with a plaid sashed bodice and a solid aqua-blue three floating tiered 
skirt. A pale yellow dress with an over-skirt and delicate white trim was a whisper 
of summer to come. This over-skirt design may have come from Authentic pattern 
#309 and the semi-puffed elbow length sleeves may have come from a street-wear 
pattern. A purple and light print dress drew attention with its sharply contrasting 
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Needle Noles (Continued) 





skirt panels and low bib front. This Indy must have used a С & C Original pattern #113, 
for she followed it closely but for the puffed sleeves, which she replaced with long ones, 
which makes the dress a little more dressy. A very dressy ecru lace off-the-shoulder 
dress, accented by a turquoise petticoat would be lovely at a S/D wedding or other 
festive occasion, while a white lace, three floating tiered dress with three quarter 
length full sleeves and satin ribbon at the waist would make a fine S/D bridal gown. 
Turning to travel, we saw a light green print blouse with a navy blue skirt decorated 
with large appliques of Hawaiian design in the same fabric as the blouse. A breath of 
spring was brought to us by a sheer yellow flowered print, showing us a professionally 
pressed accordion pleated skirt, large petal sleeves, yellow lace trim and green 
nccessories, This couple will be Vice Chairmen of the 1989-90 Convention. A very 
shimmery, metallic aqua very simply designed, circle skirt, simple bodiced dress with 
very large puffed sleeves would be very striking at a gala New Year's Eve party. A great 
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Needle M oles (Continued) 


Christmas dress of red With sparkling white accents in Lhe upper bodice, sleeves, little 
apron and white ribbon trim would also serve at other times when a red dress would be 
appropriate. Again for a gala New Year's Eve, a sparkling multi-colored metallic dress 
[featuring n fishtail waistline (pointing up at the waist in front and back and dropping 
low over each hip), and shown off to advantage by м hot pink petticoat. A smashingly 
beautiful sheer cerise dress with five tiers of ruffles on the skirt and а sweet little 
bodice with puffed sleeves and elastic shoulders (see Authentic 4320), and trimmed with 
narrow white ribbon. A blue moire long-sleeved dress with an eight gored skirt, was 
simple and uncluttered, but dressy. A stand-up back collar and let-'o-mutton sleeves 
give styling and a white ribbon sash and white petticoat give accent. The dress was 
made from a bridesmaid pattern. Another gala outlit was п shimmering silver version of 
the Kentucky Ruffles pattern #635. Black bows accented the black-toned lame and her 
partner sported a black top hat to mateh his black trousers with silver side stripes and 
his shimmering silver shirt. The last couple to appeur nre the Chairmen of the 1989-90 
Convention. Nicely put together in blue and white with her back-down-to-earth version 
of the Kentucky Ruffles #635, see sketch #7, she and her partner represented the 
majority of us dancers who dunce regularly at our various clubs. 


Please note that all these models in their beautiful dresses were accompanied by 
partners who were just as festively dressed in coordinated outfits, some matching, some 
blending. I did not intend to ignore them, but purposely had to omit discussing them due 
to space. 


The show ended with all the models together on the stage celebrating the new year. 


This show gave us variety, originality and fun. Hats off to the hard-working 
committee who put this together! Let me introduce them: Chairmen, Wayne & Betsy 
Ross; Co-Chairmen, Bob & Gerri Pomerleau; Director, Ruth Sargent; Commentator, 
Joyce Parker; Entertainment, John & Marion Nelson; Gifts, Dick & Dot Dubovy; 
Tickets, Dot & Ed Locke; Refreshments, Ken & Agnes Prescott; Table Decorations, 
Ralph & Grace Pesce; Ushers, Bob & Betty Olson; Music, Wayne & Pat Lockwood; 
Organist, Richard Towle; Lighting, John Manning; Homemade Muffins, Marion Neilson & 
Jean Clark; Makeup, Madeline Heirst; Decorations, Bob & Gerri Pomerleuu and Tom & 
Glenna DePeter; Consultants, Carol & Ruth MeGary, Jon & DeeDee Files and Hob & 
Ester Murrow.

Square dances. They've been 
around for a long time, and to 
paraphrase: "А square by any 
other name would dance just as 
well", And they've been called by 
мапу а name over the centuries 
which has given rise to some in- 
teresting interpretations of his- 
rory. 

Not long ago Fran brought 
home a book about square dancing 
from the library. It was mostly 
how to call the way we did thirty 
or forty years ago. As with most 
such books there was a history of 
square dancing in the beginning 
along with an actual American 
dancing master's ad from the late 
1700s. 

The ad included the usual 
minuets, country dances and 
cotillions, etc. There was no 
mention of quadrilles or squares. 
In the nineteenth century we 
have references to the lanciers, 
quadrilles and cotillions so we 
know the squares have arrived, 

One often-repeated story is 
that after the Revolution and be- 
cause of our French allies the 
square dance became popular in 
the United States, This sounds 
fine but there's something wrong 
with the theory. 

First of all, dancing ín 
squares (or at least four couples 
in a circle) goes back a long way. 
There are several dances in the 
Playford series published in the 
second half of the seventeenth 
century. 

In the  eighteenth century 
the French popularized the 
square dance form and two eigh- 
teenth century facsimile copies I 
have are dated 1762 and 1768. 
Both before the American Revy- 
lution, These square dances 
(quadrilles) crossed the channel 
and became popular in England. 

The American colonies were 
basically English in thought, word 
and deed and there are several 
advertisements in the Boston 
Gazette for 1774 that one of the 
Turners (dancing masters) 
"continues to teach cotillons..." at 
a particular address. 


This indicates they've been 
danced in Boston for a time. Which 
is not surprising since they were 
very popular in England. Randall 
¥ Abell - "Successors to the late 
Mr, Walsh іп Catherine Street 
Strand" (London) published Six- 
teen Cotillons or French Dances 
in 1768. 

The French incidentally, 
called their squares “Contre- 
danses" in both of their books T 
mentioned. Sort of sounds like 
country dance to my ear, yes? 

What confuses the issue is 
that the term cotillion means a 
square dance in the eighteenth 
century, and samething entirely 
different in the next century. To- 
day the term refers to a bal], a 
whole evening of dance. 

Almost all the late eigh- 
teenth century American dance 
publicatione contain cotillions. 
Usually placed at the end, after 
the country dances, 

One that is being revived 
this year is the Convention 
Cotillion, ("May be done to the 
tune York Fusilears") It is gener- 
ally assumed to have been written 
to commemorate the constitutional 
convention of 1787 even though 
the dance wasn't published until 
1794 by John Griffith at North- 
hampton, Massachusetts. The NTT 
(National Tune index) lists the 
tune as first published in 1782. 

An excellent interpretation 
of the Convention Cotillion is 
given by Jim Morrison in his 1976 
book, Twenty Four Early American 
Country Dances, He gives the 
original form, his impression of a 
way to do the fignres and the mu- 
sical] scort. 

As far as T know the book is 
stil] available. The Country 
Dance and Song Society of America 
(CDSS) would be the place to ga 
for a copy. 

Tm writing this through the 
NEFFA weekend. Family (birthday), 
business and dance made it im- 
possible for me to get away. This 
is two years now I've missed it 
and in '88 I'm going to be there, 
for sure!

and | sense a change of attitude taking place. Until quite recently, | 

have found that callers generally believed that dancers required complex, 
intricate dance routines to avoid being bored. Some callers were better at it than 
others, but most wanted to improve their ability to call "challenging" patterns. 


[ am encouraged. | have just returned from the CALLERLAB Convention 


This year for the first time, | talked with many callers who accepted the idea 
that dancers, want most of all, to accomplish successfully the dance routines that 
we call. Most dancers would prefer not to do the same dance patterns over and over 
but I think few dancers give much thought to whether the routine is difficult or not. 
| also believe that if dancers were given a choice between more difficult dancing 
or smoother dancing, they would choose the smoother by a wide margin, l'm happy 
to say | am finding many callers who share my view and that's a change, | would 
encourage dancers who share my views on this subject to make sure they communicate 
their views to callers. The best way, of course, is to attend the dances called by the 
callers who let the dancers win and keep the dancing smooth; and to avoid dances 
where the floor is broken down and scrambling much of the time. 


Another way to help get the message across is to tell the callers how much you 
appreciate it when they make the dancing smooth, Too often the only dancers we 
hear from are those urging us to "let the hammer down" until only their Square survives.

Spin Chain and Exchange the Gears was dropped from the Plus Quarterly List 
and added to the Plus List. 


R.C.W. was dropped from the Plus Quarterly List. 
Turn and Left Thru was dropped from the Plus List. 
Six-Week Community Dance Program was approved on a one-year trial basis. 


Delineation of the Mainstream Bold Faced/Italics Program was approved on a 
one-year trial basis with a teaching time of not less than 60 hours. 


25-week Learn to Dance Program combining Mainstream and Plus was approved 
for an additional 10-months trial basis, to be re-evaluated at the Reno Convention 
in 1988. 


^ new definition of Scootback was approved to include use from a Quarter Tag 
position as follows: 
"From Quarter Tag, dancers step ahead, join forearms (right if center wave was right 
handed or left if center wave was left handed), turn half (180 degrees) and step straight 
forward. Those returning to the center step to a wave (using the same hand as the 
original wave); the others finish as a couple facing out. Ending formation is a 3/4 
Tag."

A new Dancer's Bill of Rights was approved for a one-year trial: 
A new Square Dancer has the right: 


a. To a class experience that is both educationally and socially enjoyable. 

b. To patient an dignified treatment by the class instructor and sponsors. 

c. To gain experience dancing to other callers and, if possible, with dancers from 
other classes prior to graduation. 

d. To receive advice and assistance in acquiring appropriate clothing for Square 
Dancing. 

e. fo instruction and practice with approved definitions, timing and styling for 
each listed call. 

f. To information about the history and heritage of our present Square Dance 
program. 
A WORD REGARDING CALLERLAB LEVELS: 


There are presently six levels of dancing which incorporate most of our Square 
Dance population today, they are: Mainstream (68 figures) - Plus (28 figures) - Advanced 
One (38 figures) - Advanced Two (41 figures) - Challenge One (82 figures) - Challenge 
Two (79 figures) - In addition, there are Challenge Three and Challenge Four levels 
for those who wish to go on further. These last two levels represent a relatively small 
number of dancers when compared to the total Square Dance population. 


These levels were established so that dancers from one part of the country (world) 
could visit another area and dance comfortably in the clubs there. In this way dancers

can come from anywhere in the world 
and dance at events like our National 
Convention at the level they wish. 
Before the levels were established 
by  Callerlab, there were several 
attempts to do this in various sections of the country but they were not the same, 
causing problems for visiting dancers. There has been a lot of criticism of the level 
system but it was the result of a natural process of evolution of the Square Dance 
movement. Callerlab should be commended for taking the "Bull by the llorns" and 
doing what had to be done to standardize what was being called and also regulating 
the flow of new figures. 





In order for this system to work, the responsibility falls directly on both callers 
and clubs working together to see that the levels are adhered to. 


Each club should decide the level at which it wishes to dance and then stick to 
the proper list of calls for that level. When they hire a caller, the club should advise 
the caller as to what the level is and then see that he/she stays with it. Thus, any 
dancer attending that club will know what to expect when they Square up on the floor 
and not be embarrassed by calls they do not know. It is also the responsibility of the 
dancer to know the calls at the level. 


The Caller has the responsibility of staying with the list of calls at the level the 
club has hired him/her to call. Any calls he/she wishes to use that are not on the 
list, must be workshopped - that includes quarterlies, unless the club indicates that 
they are dancing all quarterlies. The Club Caller will know which quarterlies are 
know by his own club and use them accordingly. 


When a caller is hired to call a guest job at a particular club which, for example, 
is a Plus Level club, he/she should be expected to call the entire list at the level 
unless the club tells him/her otherwise. If there are circumstances such as, a new 
class coming in for their first dance with the club, the responsibility falls on the club 
to let the caller know this fact ahead of time in order that he/she may prepare properly 
for the dance. 


A little cooperation between clubs and callers can make the difference between 
a successful dance and a disaster. The success of the levels system depends on it.

Bob Osgood, who started these 
columns early in 1986, after having 
edited SQUARE DANCING (Sets in 
Order) Magazine for 37 years, is 
presently Chairman of the Board of 
Callerlab — The International 
Association of Square Dance Callers. Trying to retire for the past two years, he finds 
himself more deeply involved in Square Dancing than ever. His columns in this 
publication express his personal observations of this activity. 





WHAT we dance is important. 


HOW we dance is important, too. 


But — WHY we dance is most important to all. 


At one point ín time we had a project of asking Square Dancers, what brought 
them into this activity. Many of those we asked had by that time become avid 
enthusiasts and had to stop and think before answering. Here are a pair of typical 
responses. 


"We had recently moved into our neighborhood and we didn't know anyone. A local 
Square Dance class changed all of that and we suddenly found ourselves surrounded 
by friends." 


"We found ourselves trapped in (ront of the television set night after night. We'd 
get home from work, grab something to eat, and settle in for a night of viewing. We 
had nlmost forgotten how to talk to each other, We were simply watehing ns others 
entertained us. When we heard that & Square Dance class was starting in our area, 
we both thought, here was our chance to break away, to become involved. And that's 
what we did." 


The late President Kennedy once referred to us as п "Nation of Spectators." We 
watch as others perform. Just look nt the sports section of the daily newspaper and 
see how many events are geared for us to watch as others do the recreating. 

з = + 


Each one of us had our own reasons for coming into this activity. For me, Square 
Dancing helped to solve а major problem. 1 was attending a small college in California 
whose student body was gathered from all parts of North America. Coming into this 
institution of learning was a traumatic experience for many of the students. Attempts 
were made at the start of each school year to provide social functions that would 
bring the people together, but almost no one attended, Folks were shy nnd easily 
embarrassed. 


| remember watching this drama my first year at the college and wishing there 
was something 1 could do to help these people get together. A taste of simple, 
traditional American dancing that | had picked up at a conference provided the answer 
end the following fall, when classes started again, we had an opportunity to try it 
out. In what today would be à very simple one-night-stand, we brought virtually the 
entire student body up onto the floor in circles, squnres. and lines, holding hands, 
laughing, yes, and actually talking to each other. At that point we saw Square Dancing 
as a means to an end. И was a way for people to forget their concerns of the outside 
world and to enjoy movement to music in an atmosphere of neighborliness. 


We say this sume thing happen in 1946, when, following WW-Il, many thousands 
returning from the war settled into new communities where at first all were strangers 
to each other. Here again, the friendliness of Square Dancing saved the day and drew 
neighbors together. 


Lloyd Shaw, the person directly responsible for the resurgence of interest in 
American Square Dancing, would impress upon the caller-students in his summer 
classes in Colorado Springs their role in bringing people of all interests together through 
the friendly atmosphere of this activity. I remember hearing him say to us back in 
1947. "We (the callers) are in the PEOPLE business. We are in the serious business

of having fun. Let's never overlook the fundamental purpose of why we are here. 
As callers we are in that enviable position of being the person in the middle. It ts 
our privilege, as callers, to bring together the dance, on the one hand, and the dancer 
on the other, and watch as the fun and joy comes to the surface." 


In talking to people about their reasons for entering Square Dancing, not one entered 
the activity with the idea of becoming a club president or even a caller or teacher. 
These ideas came later, once their initial purpose of dancing and being with people 
had been satisfied. However, for the great majority, surrounding one's self with friends 
still remains a number one priority, 


There sometimes exists in Square Dancing today a SOPHISTICA'TION that confuses 
us. We forget that Square Dancing is a folk dance — a dance of the people. It belongs 
to men and women, young and old, and any attempts to make it EXCLUSIVE instead 
of INCLUSIVE tend to divide us into a number of enmps that say to others, "We nre 
better than you."

Here's something else to think about. We received a letter recently from a couple 
who were lamenting the demise of their Square Dance Club. It had been active [ог 
sixteen years and now, it had folded because the members could not talk anyone into 
taking over the job as club president. "It's not difficult to understand," the couple 
wrote. "All of us in the club had served in the leadership role, not once, but a number 
of times. The same couple had been refreshment chairmen for the last three years 
and were tired of it. Finally it got down to the place where so many of the old standbys 
simply refused the responsibility and we just decided to call it quits. We miss our 
club, but most of us didn't have the time nor the inclination to take on the 
responsibilities of handling the club business. What would you have done?" 


It's next to impossible to pass along advice to dancers in another area where the 
club chemistry may be entirely different from what we experience where we dance. 
However, when dancers are looking for answers to their problems, it's possible to 
tell how other groups have solved theirs. We know, for example, at least one instance 
where dancers were finding that the fun was going out of their dancing due to the 
work of administrating the club. They turned the reigns of the club over to their caller 
and changed from a dancer-run to а caller-run club and while we're not suggesting 
this as a solution for everyone, it has worked for some, 


One group worked out a rather unique solution. The Rip 'n' Snort Club, when it 
reached its sixth birthday, had almost run through its list of members who were willing 
to take on the major tasks of running the group. Coming up on its docket of 
extra-curricular activities, was a cruise to Hawaii. As a part of the two-year planning 
program, the club membership was divided into four geographic units and each unit 
given a responsibility. One group was put in charge of planning some money-raising 
events that would lessen the costs of the trip, while the other two committees were 
given similar responsibilities. The fact that each individual had a share in the planning 
helped make the project nn overwhelming success, Some of the members even suid 
that if the cruise were to have been cancelled à week before the departure date, 
it would still have been a success because of the fun that had gone into the planning. 


Once the trip was over, the four groups decided to stay together. A stearing 
committee made up of the chairman of each of the four committees helped with 
long-range planning while each of the committees took the responsibility, on a rotating 
basis, of hosting the two club dances each month. With this system, each committee 
has the responsibility only three times in n year, The central committee lines up the 
callers. The committees handle refreshments, decorations und send out announcements. 
From time to time the make up of the committees change so that all members get 
well acquainted with each other. The burden of work is equally shared and after more 
than 35 years, Rip 'n' Snort is still going strong. 


This is only one way а club might shure responsibilities and avoid the trap of 
overworking any of its members. The main premise to remember is that we come 
into this activity to enjoy the dancing (of course), but also to enjoy each other und, 
because of Square Dancing, we share a common bond of interest, This is truly what

Musings On Dance 


By Veronica Ann McClure 








CHARLIE'S STORY 


About ten years ago, perhaps a little more, Charlie Baldwin told me some stories 
of things that had happened to him in the course of his Square Dancing career. At 
the time, I was much less aware of "oral history" than | am now, and so I did not write 
down what hc told me. Consequently, | have lost track of some of the facts. Here's 
a story — perhaps Charlie aiso told it to someone reading this with a better memory 
than mine. If that's the case, please let me know the missing pieces. 


The standardization of Square Dance calls is a major factor in the history of modern 
western Square Dancing. It goes along with the spread of this form of dance to all 
states of the Union and the occasional clash of regional differences in dancing. Prime 
examples of calls with very different interpretations from one part of the country 
to another were do-ci-do, balance, and swing. Today do-ci-do is standardized in theory 
but variously interpreted in practice, swing is dying out with only а vestigial 
walk-around remaining, and balance is in fact just about gone, surviving mostly (and 
sadly in this writer's view) as patter ignored by the dancer. 


Now Charlie's story: Once upon a time, Charlie went visiting somewhere out of 
New England and in the course of his visit was invited to a Square Dance. As he and 
his hosts arrived at the dance and introductions were made with the folks in charge, 
one of the women there asked him "which side he danced on." Charlie replied that 
he danced to the right. She made him a label that said "Caution, I dance to the right" 
to wear as name tags are worn. That way folks would know immediately that his new 
person expected to move in the opposite direction. Presumably, being forewsrned, 
they would not collide, 


If Charlie told you this story, do you remember where he went on this trip? Who 
were hís hosts? Who put on the dance? Which figure does this story apply to? (I think 
it is "balance" as in "balance and swing," but I nm not sure.) 


If you have any information about this story or stories similar to lt, I would very 
much appreciate hearing from you. Please let me know who you are (name, mailing 
address and telephone number), what your story is, who told it to you, where and 
when was it told to you, and the circumstances which prompted it to be told to you. 
If you have had lapses of memory, as | have, tell me what you do remember and 
distinguish between guesses or filler and "facts."

Relate your 
involvement and that of your Club Members in local Community activities and County 
Festivals if апу, Be courteous, do not threaten or beg a Member of Congress, Always 
appeal to the Law maker on the merits of your issue.

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CHALLENGE RAMBLINGS 


The Challenge Committee (chaired by Ed Foote) met several times during the recent 
Callerlab convention. Remember that Callerlab recognizes only Cl and C2. It is not that 
they don't know about C3 or C4, it is just that there is little interest among the Challenge 
callers who attend Callerlab to do anything officially about C3 and C4. 


We cleaned up the way in which certain calls were listed on the Cl and C2 lists, For 
example, the C1 list has "Axle Concept: Pass the Axle/(Anything) the Axle". Some people 
fee] that Axle is not a concept and should not be listed as one. ‘his will be changed. 
Items like this led to lots of discussion about what is a concept, formation, naming 
convention, ete. Hopefully, when the lists are next updated, you will notice that these 
minor errors are all fixed. 


The C1 definitions were approved last year for a one year trail John Sybalsky reported on 
the correspondence he had received and we resolved all of those issues. We then voted to 
approve the Cl definitions. This means that there are "official" Callerlab definitions of all 
movements from Mainstream thru Cl. You can obtain a copy of any of these by writing to 
Callerlab, Box 679, Pocono Pines, PA 18350. 


The committee has been working on €2 definitions since 1983 and we are getting closer to 
an acceptable version. This year we managed to review the first third of the calls and 
agree on definitions. With some work during the year, I hope that we can approve a set of 
C2 definitions for a one year trial at the next convention. 


Ed Foote will be preparing a ballot for potential changes to both lists. I believe that the C1 
ballot wil be mailed out sometime this summer. The last Ci list is dated 11/85 and it is 
revised every two years. 


From a dancing standpoint, the biggest decision made concerns the ending position of 
certain calls when used with the Concentric concept. When Concentric was first introduced, 
there was a problem of knowing where the dancers who finish on the outside should stand. 
Do they end in lines or columns or is it call dependent? After a while, the "line to lines 
and columns to columns" rule was adopted to cover the cases in which the call started in à 
box-of-4 (ie. 2x2 formation) and ended in a box-of-4, Examples include right and left thru, 
chase right, square thru any number of hands, and catch. Calls that end in a wave or a 
column have never been a problem since there is only one possible ending position when 
done concentrically, Examples include tag the line, pass the ocean, and switch the wave, 


Calls that start in a wave or column and end in a box-of-4 have never had a rule that says 
where the outsides end. It seems to have been decided on a call by call basis and 
sometimes on a caller by caller basis. At Callerlah, the challenge committee crealed a rule. 
This rule covers the ending positions of calls that start in a 1x4 shape and end in a 2x2 
shape like recycle, linear cycle, ah so, explode the wave, reverse explode, step and fold, 
crossfire, tag the line, single polly wally, and single counter shake. The rule says that the 
long axis of the set will end perpendicular to the way it started. 


Concentric recycle from a tidal wave will end in a double pass thru formation (as it always 
has), Ah so will end in columns. Explode the wave will end in lines back-to-back. 
Crossfire will end two-faced lines, Reverse explode will end in lines back-to-back. 


The only two calls whose ending positions are changed by this rule of which I am aware are 
linear cycle and reverse explode. I hope that everyone understands this new rule and 
agrees with it.

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National Folk Festival tuning up for Lowell

WASHINGTON - Right now, the sounds of the 49th National Folk Festival, that 

of New Orleans funeral bands and sweetly singing fiddles, are snippets on cassette 
tapes, tucked neatly into boxes of 10. 


Those sounds will soon be heard live in Lowell, scoring another national! coup in 
the city's history. For the first time, the National Folk Festival - one of the oldest 
and most prominent multi-extravaganzas of music, culture and heritage in the U.S. 
- will come to New England and call Lowell its home from July 24-26. 


"We try hard to put on a good show," said loe Wilson, executive director of the 
National Council for the Traditional Arts (NCTA), which organizes the National Folk 
Festival. 


"Most of the Lowell officials have never heard the music. We think it will be a 
happy surprise," he added. 


Wilson and his staff have been meeting with Lowell officials since last fall, but 
the final push to decide on 25 or so bands and related dance troupes, crafts and side 
activities begins in earnest now. 


"You don't get finalized until the last 15 minutes (before the festival opens)," 
Wilson said. 


Four cities made bids to the NCTA for the 1987 festival, and "Lowell made the 
most sense" for several reasons, Wilson said. 


The ethnic makeup of Lowell offers an immediate rich and local balance to the 
festival, ranging from French and Greek of the past to Hispanic and Cambodian of 
the present, he said. 


"| lived as far up the holler in Tennessee as one could come from, (but) I've always 
regretted the Appalachian influence on folk music," Wilson said. "There is a lot more 
folk music. That kind of city (Lowell) allows you to lay out a banquet table of food 
and dance. | like that kind of opportunity." 


Wilson said the idea of putting the folk festival in the middle of the city for the 
first time = instead of working in "splendid isolation" of a national park = is a challenge. 
He wants to blend the daily life of the city with the folk heritage that will be on 
the stages and streets. 


Lowell also was selected because of the role the National Park Service has played 
in the National Folk Festival. 


Since 1971, the festival has been held at a national park. Wilson was enticed by 
the opportunity to stage the event at the only urban national park in the country. 


The fact that Lowell will be the smallest city every to be the closest host city 
also weighed in its favor. 


"Nothing like it has ever been there," Wilson said. "This will be on a bigger scale 
than any (festival in Lowell). "We belíeve all of the ethnic groups have good things. 
The toughest thing is to pick out from the (various local groups)." 


Three stages will be constructed for the various bands. The main stage will be 
at Cross and Adams Streets by the city swimming pool. Others will be on the Market 
Street plaza near the national park visitor center and at the JFK Civic Center. In 
addition, Shattuck Street will be closed for a crafts display. 


Wilson is most excited about how all those bands and vocalists heard on the cassette 
tapes will soon be in Lowell. About 25 bands will perform in the city over the three-day 
weekend. 

They include: 


- Willie Beaudoin, a third-generation Lowell native born in Little Canada. Now 
living in Vermont, Beaudoin and his band, La Beaudoin Famille, have never played in 
Lowell.

- Ernest "Doc" Paulin and his New Orleans jazz funeral band. 

- The Polka Cuzzins of Lowell 

- Stephen Wade, the nationally renowned "Banjo Dancer" whose Washington, 
D.C.-based show is the fourth-longest running Off-Broadway production in the U.S. 

- Silver Macintosh, a Virgin Island scratch band, 

- Los Campesino de Michocan. 

- Los Pleneros de la Vente Uno, a Puerto Rican band. 

- Buddy McMaster, a Cape Bretton band. 

- Joe Cormier of Waltham, considered one of the top fiddlers. 

- The Chosen Sisters, a gospel ensemble from South Carolina. 

- The fiddlers of Simon St. Pierre. 

- Periklis Halkias, mountain Green music. Wilson is also deciding on a band ta 
perform island Greek music. 

= James Keane and the Ellis Island Irish. 

- Los Pregoneros del Puerto (Musicians that Stand in the Doorway), a three-piece 
Hispanic band from Los Angeles playing harp and jarocho music from Veracruz. 

- Jerry O'Sullivan and his unique bagpipe. 

- Carmine Ferraro of New York, who performs the tarentella and other music from 
the Calabria region of Italy. 

- And Wayne Toups and his Cajun band from Lafayette, LA. 


Bands from Quebec and elsewhere may also be invited to the festival, as well as 
other groups that play in the northern Massachusetts region, Wilson said. 


"Many of the bands just play within their communities and are not know by 
outsiders," he said. 


Nick Hawes, a musician and independent music history scholar, has been scouting 
local Lowell area musicians for the NCTA to join with those from across the nation. 
Hawes had lived in Massachusetts for a spell and speaks French, Wilson said. 


While the bands are performing, a variety of artists will demonstrate stone-cutting, 
weaving, quilting and other crafts, Wilson said. They probably will include Ray Parsons 
of Gloucester, one of the few working blacksmiths in the country, he said. 


Also set for the festival is the Khmer Classical Dance Troupe, which preserves the 
1,200-year-old dance and cultural tradition of Cambodia through refugees that have fled 
war-torn Cambodia and Southeast Asia. 


Wilson also said he expects a Portuguese dance group at the festival. 


"I'm more inclined to get the crowd to dance." Wilson said. "These are dance bands. 
The idea of people sitting down to watch a Cajun dance band play is alien in Cajun 
country." 

Wilson said many people "think folk music is just Joan Baes," but folk and heritage is 
"much more than that." 


The festival will come to Lowell during a year-long study of the city by the Library 
of Congress. That study will document the area's ethnic culture, community life and its 
transformation from the depressed mill town to a model of an economically successful 
midsize city. 


"We won't be there (in Lowell!) all that long," Wilson said. "If it works, we'll be back,"

Dear S.: Whoever told you about Chopin gave you valse information, but several of 
history's most famous composers have been, as you put it, "into Square Dancing." 
For example, few people know that J.S. Bach's middle initial stands for "Scoot" and 
that his Square Dance friends called him Scoot Bach. 


The German composer Wagner, who wrote the well-known "Die Meistersinger," 
also composed a lesser-known companion piece entitled "Der Meistercaller," Lohengrin 
gave us a morch that invariably ends with a Yellow Rock. 


Few people realize that Tchaikovsky's famous ballet "Swan Lake" originally was 
a Square Dance. [t opened with the call, "Do a pas de deux and turn petit Seux." And 
surely you reolize that “Beethoven's Fifth" was the bottle of distilled spirits Ludwig 
took to the after-party.

The International Associotion of Square Dance Callers 


THE LANGUAGE OF SQUARE DANCE PROGRAMMING 


There seems to be a great deal of variety, and some confusion, regarding the desig- 
nation of dance programs throughout the square dance world. At conventions, 
festivals, and club dances; and in various publicity releases and publications, one 
sees program designations such as М5+, MS Pius, MSGS, Soft Plus, etc, What do 
these terms mean? Does MS+ indicate that the dancers should know some of the Plus 
Program? If so, which part? Or does it mean that, in addition to Mainstream Pro- 
gram dancing, there will be some sort of added attraction? The MS Plus desiqnation 
is similarly vague and confusing. 


Terms such as Soft Plus really tell us nothing, since the "soft" part, like beauty, is 
in the eye of the beholder (or, probably, the caller for the evening), When one 
sees the MSQS designation, he probably assumes that the dancer will be expected to 
know something about Quarterly Selections. However, does that mean all Quarterly 
Selections, only the current Quarterly Selection, or something else? Even more 
important is the fact that the Quarterly Selection Program was never jntended to be 
a regular dance program, The latest publication of the CALLERLAB Basic and 
Mainstream Programs makes that clear with this statement: "There js no program 
called Mainstream Quarterly Selections Program. Those experimental calls are 
intended for use in Mainstream Workshops. No dancer is required to know the QS 
calls to attend а MS open dance. If such calls are used, the caller is to teach them 
if necessary. Please advertise dance programs as MS not MSQS". 


Proper program designations help dancers to find that dance where they can be most 
comfortable and can have the greatest enjoyment, They also tell callers the program 
they are expected to call. We need to be more specific and careful in designating 
dance programs, and club officers and dancers need to be more insistent that callers 
adhere to the advertised program. Use of vague and incorrect programming lan- 
guage leads to confusion and frustration, Use of the proper terms aids both danc- 


ers and callers. 
The correct program designations are shown below. Dancers should be able to 


dance, in accordance with their definitions, the number of basics or movements 


shown. All lists are current as of February 2, 1987.

Did they forget they 
were new dancers once and they had angels to help them? Remember when these 
same dancers or newer dancers thought it would help me if my level was raised! Even 
though | had done fine for twenty years without their help! Remember when politics 
gol into my club to the point where people walked out of Squares! Remember when 
one of my members couldn't keep up with the elite, did they help or embarrass him 
on her? Remember when some of my members started taking workshops on our dance 
night because level was more important than me, your club. Remember when my 
officers decided it was more important for members to go to the combined lessons 
with another club than to my dances. Remember how my caller agreed with that 
past president every year after tha! about the need for a new class! Remember how 
his pleas fell on deaf ears too? Again 1o the cry of "If we raise the level we'll attract 
more dancers! Remember the first year lessons were cancelled and how little impact 
it had on my members "We won't miss a class this year, we'll have a workshop instead!" 
Remember how hard my caller worked to get a class the next year only to find most 
of my members had better things to do then being angels! Rémember how some of 
my members felt that a new caller and cuer would do the trick! 


When if my caller was given the new people he would be able to make me prosper. 
Because without the new life blood of new dancers no one can stop the downward 
slide of an old club; with all longtime members! Remember new dancers breed 
enthusiasm and enthusiasm breeds bigger classes! 


Square Dancing used to revolve around FUN, FELLOWSHIP, and FRIENDLINESS; 
now it seems to be stalled on LEVEL and INTENSIT Y, What happened to FUN! 


If parts of this letter look familiar, | your club, suggest you get together as members 
and worry about a new class for next season instead of level! Enough so that |, your 
club, can endure; Because without a new class l'm going fast! Level will always be 
there but without new blood ! your club WON'T!

MORE GOOD NEWS FROM THE PORTLAND CONVENTION 


Last month there was so much to say about the fashion show that I had no space 
left to tell you about some of the other good things | saw. Right off I want to tell you 
about meeting Dolly Leblanc outside Beals Hall on Saturday where her club, the Crazy 
Eights of Bridgeton, Maine, were hosting. 1 stopped to 7 
admire her red, white and blue dress which she explained 
were her club's costume - see sketch. Inside at the entrance 
to the hall was a pair of dolls standing on a lobster pot well 
dressed in the costume also, and near them were red, white 
and blue lobster buoys to carry the color scheme through. 
Dolly's overskirt was made of navy blue and white scalloped 
panels with a navy blue waistband, which, if I remember 
correctly, might have tied in back like an apron and been 
removable, so that she would have a simple red and white 
dress for another look. | think Dolly said she used various 
patterns to make her dress, She would have used 
KWIK-SEW $1159,AUTHENITC #327 or C & C ORIGINALS 
#100 to obtain the scalloped over-skirt pattern and the 
bodice with front panel seams to be available from #1159 
also. The petal sleeve on Dolly's dress could have come 
from any number of sources; | do know that SHIRLEY'S 
puts out а petal sleeve pattern for 50€. Dolly's basic dress 
was red and white, appearing to have а solid red skirt (nice 
and full) and a white bodice with a red panel up the front and trim on the sleeves 
and neckline of red lace. Dolly's partner looked very nice in his coordinated outfit 
of white shirt with red yoke and trim and navy blue tie and navy trousers. The Cruzy 
Rights must make a spectacular showing when they travel as а group! Admire this 
club outfit, but please don't copy it; just go from there with an idea of your own. 





Another group outfit that hnd a lot of pizzaz was Veronica's Vagabonds. When that 
group did their lively demonstration in the Convention Hall those patchwork dresses 
sparkled with color, as did the men's shirts - each being in a different solid color. The 
Vagabonds, when travelling as a group, have often been seen in patchwork outfits 
which, of course, are appropriate to their name. Their dances this year were 
light-hearted and spirited, and their 
costumes were very much in keeping with 
the atmosphere they helped to create, 
Keep this thought in mind when you dress 
for dancing. If you want the dance you 
attend to be light-hearted and festive, 
dress thal way! 


The number and variety of Square 
Dance patterns at the shops this year was 
phenomenal. AUTHENTIC has 27 different 
dress patterns, still in multi-sizes (3 sizes 
to an envelope), and the newest one is #328 
which features the three floating-tiered 
skirt; dresses made this way were very

much in evidence at the Convention this year. AUTHENTIC also offers patterns 
for men's vests, pants and shirts. 


C & C ORIGINALS offers patterns for 15 different dress styles with multi-sizes 
per package, nnd one blouse pattern with 5 variations. Also there is a men's shirt 
pattern in multi-sizes. The dress shown (see sketch #115) has an interesting skirt 
with a floating tier done in scalloped gores. Looks like a nice little dress for summer. 


DO-SI-DO patterns have four good dress styles in single sizes and a man's vest. 


JEAN HARDY patterns now have four good dress patterns including the original 
#740 which includes 3 good lady's vests and sissy britches.

Dear Elmer: Dr. Allemander hates to discourage any budding young caller, but he

This is the requirement that square dance calling be done in English. Assuming you 
speak the way you write, this little language problem is almost certain to disqualify 
you from attending any reputable caller school. 


Dr. Allemander also must take exception to your assumption that square 
dance calling bears some relationship ta hog calling, Come 10 think of it, having 
observed some square dancers around the refreshment table, there may be a degree 
of similarity ot that. 


But don't be discouraged. Dr. Allemander wholeheartedly invites you to 
visit New England and observe our style of square dancing (and round dancing, too, 
since you don't seem to have heard of it).

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his month's comment will be a mixture of observations | have made 

in the past few weeks. I'm not prepared to draw any conclusions yet, 

but | find them all to be positive and favorable for the future of Square 
Dancing. 


The first is the turn-around in Convention attendance. For the first time in nearly 
10 years the number of people attending the Convention has increased, Surely part 
of the credit goes to the publicity people in Portland who did a super job of making 
us aware that there was a Convention and that we would have a good time if we 
were there. We were, and we did, and so did lots of others. As Convention problems 
go, those we encountered this year were minor. 


My next observation is that on Saturday night in the Live music Hall, 3 of the 
first 4 callers had been calling during the afternoon in the A-2 Hall. ! find this to 
be an unusual range of ability and intertest on the part of callers. It's also interesting 
that many of the dancers in that Live Music Hall (dancing mostly the Basic Program 
calls), had been in the Advanced halls that afternoon. 


This fact leads me to my next observation, confirmed at the camping weekend 
we just finished, Although the Program was mostly Mainstream, more than 90% 
danced the PLUS star tips and 20% were dancing the Advanced aftertips. Many people 
on the weekend commented to us that the sociability was what brought them to 
this particular weekend. They liked the dancing because it was smooth and comfortable 
but for them, the dancing was a means to the end of enjoying the company. 


My caller friends from other areas tell me that folks who dance Advanced won't 
go to a Mainstream or PLUS dance. In our area, | find that is less true. Often, when 
| call Mainstream, and usually when | call PLUS, there are many on the floor that 
| know to be capable Advanced dancers. Perhaps our New England area can lead 
the way out of the troubles that we encountered when the dance programs were 
established. We may be able to show that the real Joy in Square Dancing is the people 
and that good dancing and sociability is not determined by the call vocabulary.

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TÉ Chip's TIP 
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Another month has sped by 
and I'm again at the keyboard of 
a computer trying to put together 
this month's column. I'm writing at 
home now since we became a com- 
puter family some months ago. It's 
the end of May and we've been to 
Rochester, NY to call the tradi- 
tional dances at the club dance 
Dance-0-Rama. 

Eric Rounds (fiddle), Molly 
Stouten (banjo, bass), Mark Henry 
(piano) and Fran (accordion) sup- 
plied the exciting music I had the 
pleasure and privilege of calling 
to during the late afternoon and 
all evening. I even had a chance 
to call in the Mainstream Hall for 
half an hour (records of course). 

Our friends Ed and Barbara 
Butenhof were our hosts and 
drove us to and from the airport, 
the dance, to stores and over to 
the university to bring my 
daughter Susan back to their 
house for lunch and visiting. Su- 
san and three friends (never had 
heard of contras) attended the 
dance Saturday night and caught 
on quickly and appeared to have 
a good time. Susan is a veteran 
country/contra/square/colonial 
and American Indian dancer, 

Two weeks later we flew to 
Toronto and then were driven to 
Waterloo, Ontario where I staffed 
with Bora Ozkok at the annual 
Ontario Folk Dance Camp. Bora is 
a full-time dance leader who spe- 
cializes in Turkish dances, music, 
costume and customs. He plays 
several traditional Turkish in- 
struments and is an exciting and 
capable teacher. It was our First 
working together and Т hope it's 
not our last. 

One of the dances I taught 
was the Duke and Duchess of York 
which I published in this column 
in May. I've discovered that there 
are times when the Four Ladies 
Chain sequence can be the cause 
of a set falling apart because 
the dancers haven't really gotten 
oriented to the square formation 
since they started the dance in 
lines. 


My solution has been to call 
two Forward and Backs at this 
point as this gives the strag- 
glers and disoriented eight mea- 
sures to get their bearings. I 
taught it this way in Ontario and 
after all were used to the 
line/square/line sequences I then 
called the Four Ladies Chain as 
the dance was written. 

In the May column I didn't 
give you a specific recording to 
use if live music isn't available. 
I've used the Cadgers in the Can- 
nongate (8 X 48 bars) cut on 
SCOTTISH DANCE TIME, VOLUME 2, by 
Stan Hamilton and His Flying 
Scotsmen. It's on a 33-1/3 album 
numbered  SMT-70-29. There are 
three other cuts usable for con- 
tra/quadrille/country dances. 

As I write this it's now one 
week until the tribute to Ted 
Sannella on his completing 40 
years of calling. When I discov- 
ered we were free that night I 
made a couple of calls to Mas- 
sachusetts and we're looking for- 
ward to attending. We hold Ted in 
high regard as a friend, caller 
and person and wish him many 
more years as a leader. 

For thase of you that don't 
know him you might purchase a 
copy of his Balance and Swing 
collection of 55 squares, contras 
and triplets. Music for each dance 
is included. You'll know тоге 
about Ted and get an education in 
the art of teaching and calling, 
too. 

One last word: Best wishes to 
Ray and Carole on their new рго- 
jects and I approve very much of 
the name change. The old CALLER 
was always dancer oriented and 
now it's official, 

We also have some changes in 
my lifestyle going on here in 
Connecticut. I'm now working from 
home as а graphics/illustrator 
and dance leader. In the fal] I am 
resuming my Colonial Experience 
music/dance/clothing/customs pro- 
gram for elementary school chil- 
dren as well às my American In- 
dian dance/clothing/customs/game 
program.

Everything we try in Square Dancing 
starts oul as an idea. But even before 
that there is generally a need. If we 
Start with the need first, ideas often 
pour in for ways to meet the particular 
situation. 





One such idea came to light recently when folks at a meeting were discussing 
ways of getting new dancers from classes into the clubs in their area. Not every one 
of these new dancers, it was decided, could arrange his time ta fit the schedule of 
just one club. For some people, Tuesday was a free night; others could only dance 
on weekends, etc. However, all those at the meeting were unanimous in feeling that 
there should be some "home" provided for every new dancer. 


About this time, our thinking began to germinate. Within the area were some 
twenty active Square Dance clubs, all interested in attracting new members. Неге in 
the same area were many new dancers looking for a club they could call "home." 
Getting the word out to them about which elubs met on which nights would be a start, 
but it didn't seem to be enough of an invitation. Starting from this point, the following 
plan developed. Who knows, it might just be an answer? 


Working closely with the different groups in the area, an association encourages 
each club to offer one free evening of dancing lo each new class graduate. In this 
way, the new dancer would. be given an opportunity to meet the club members and 
dance to the club's caller. He would be allowed to decide for himself whether or not 
to return at some later date. 


With the approval of all twenty clubs in the aren, the association prints a booklet 
containing twenty tickets, one for every participating club. Each tieket is good for 
onc free admission to each of the participating clubs. 


In order to gain revenue for the association 
and at least cover the cost of printing, the 
ussociation may, if it wishes, sell the booklets 
to the new dancers for $1.00 or $1.50 each. 
(Remember, they could represent as much as 
$40.00 or $50.00 in actual admissions.)

A time limit for use of the vouchers is shown 
on each ticket. As à further development of the idea, clubs could, if they wish, specify 
а purticular evening when the ticket might be valid, so the twenty tickets might 
represent twenty specific dance parties, none of which (if the coordinating were done 
correctly) would occur on the same evening. 


There's no telling whether this idea would work in your area or not. It might have 
tọ be altered to fit, but it is a starting point and |t would achieve the purpose of 
introducing your new dancers to the local clubs, callers and dancers, For one evening, 
each club could have a capacity crowd. You might just think it over and perhaps give 
it a try.

CLOGGING AT THE CONVENTION 


What a welcome change! The Clogging program was sought after and welcomed 
by the Maine Convention Committee. Rodney and Janet Waterhouse, Convention 
Chairmen, could not have been more receptive to including this other branch of the 
folk dance activity.

Those that didn't pass 
muster were either taped with duct tape or not permitted on the floor. It was reported 
at the EDSARDA May meeting the floor was in fine shape. 


Eleven teachers instructed for the eleven hours provided, with two of those hours 
devoted to clinics for the Square Dancers seeking an introduction to Clogging. 


Although it wasn't published in the program, usually at the beginning of each hour 
an exhibition was performed to demonstrate the ensuing dance that would be taught. 
We hope to have that indicated in the program next year so those Square Dancers 
who wish to rest and watch an exhibition will know when these are scheduled. 


One of the highlights of the weekend for many, was the Clogging exhibition at 
the Civic Center on Saturday at 5:00 P.M. Under the direction of Stephanie Coruth 
of the Granite State Cloggers, it was expertly executed using spotlights as each team 
performed. Since only five out of the eleven groups participating could exhibit, they 
were chosen at random — except for the two Maine teams representing the host state. 


We are looking forward to participating in the 1988 Convention in Portland, and 
we hope that those Square Dancers who enjoyed the Clogging at the Convention will 
let their respective associations know this fact.

Last year, while doing the research for the 25-week M/P program, my committee 
found that few, if any, callers are using the entire Mainstream and Plus lists as they 
now stand. We found that there were 34 Mainstream figures and 21 Plus figures 
that were used — either not at all — or very seldom at the dances for which we 
had tapes and compiled frequency counts. These tapes came from different parts 
of the country, indicating that this is not a problem only in New England. 


The list of calls that were used not at all or very seldom were:

This list of figures that, according to our research, was used infrequently (or 
not at all) was not thrown out but deferred for teaching after the 25 weeks of lessons 
were over — in workshops, Ph.D programs, etc., depending on the needs of the 
sponsoring club. In this way, the new dancer would have a working knowledge of 
those figures that are being called most often and, therefore, a greater chance of 
success after graduation. 


We need io shorten the time in which we prepare our new dancers for entrance 
into our Plus clubs. This program is far from perfect, but it represents a step in 
the direction of getting rid of those figures that are "deadwood" in both our 
Mainstream and Plus programs. Give the 25-Week Learn To Dance Program a try 
before you scrap it. Maybe with some revisions we can come up with a realistic 
list to teach our new dancers. There is nothing sacred about any figure and our activily 
is always changing. 


| would welcome all comments regarding this program, and feedback on your 
results, should you decide to try it, would be most welcome!

4 CALLERS VIEW 








Let's take a look at "demonstrations" this month; What Are They, and Who and 
What Are They For, My old buddy Webster tells us that a demonstration can be many 
things. It can be "an outward expression", or "a public display of group feelings toward 
+ + а cause", or, and most importantly to us Square Dancers, "a showing to a 
prospective buyer of a product", Now that we know What They Are, let's see What 
They Are For. Using the first two definitions, we see that demonstrations are to 
entertain; if, however, we change "Prospective Buyer" and "Product" to read 
"Prospective New Class Member" and "Square Dancing" then we see that a 
demonstration can be used to sell Square Dancing to non dancers, And finally, Who 
Are They For? Us Dancers - No, No gang, they are for the good folks watching us 
dance whether they be residents of a nursing home, or the crowd al the local fair, 
or your neighborhood Cub Scout Pack, 


Now that we know the Who and What's involved, let's see how that fits in with 
our ideas of doing a demo. How many of you have been involved in doing demo's and 
have asked your caller to "Do (your favorite singing call)" and "Don't forget to 'Load 
the Boat"? Those folks watching don't know what a singing call is never mind which 
ones are available and they don't know the moves either = what they do know is what 
Looks Good, what Looks Smooth, and what LOOKS LIKE FUN TO DO!! Let your caller 
choreograph the demo - for after all, if your caller was not GOOD, would he or she 
be calling for YOUR Club? Your caller would probably like to use some Stars and 
Thars and Ladies Chains and things like that because they are smooth flowing 
movements and the folks watching can SEE the stars, Your caller might also like 
to show the folks watching how we change partners by having you walk around your 
corner while saying "Now that's a really good looking corner - walk around one more 
time — can't resist huh, well swing with corner and promenade home". After a short 
(2 to 3 minute) patter/hoedown your caller may want to do a singing call and use 
the folks watching on the chorus. Ignoring you dancers, your caller may whisper to 
the audience, "Now I'm going to use one call of this next record that will keep these 
dancers busy for a while — so WE can sing together. | know everybody can sing "When 
You wore A Tulip’ and all you need to know is when to sing. l'H start the music and 
say ‘Sides Face Grand Square’ and that's your cue to sing When You . , . Are you ready? 
Well here we go. - ." and now dancers, even though you seem to have been ignored 
by your caller, you have the most! important part - your caller is counting on you 
to dance the Grand Square perfectly - ONE, TWO, THREE, TURN, ONE, TWO THREE, 
TURN for the full THIRTY-TWO beats of music. If you cut corners and eliminate 
steps you will finish the movement early and will have to stand and wait while YOUR 
CALLER and YOUR AUDIENCE finish their chorus. When the singing call is over 
and while you dancers are still squared up, your caller тау want to use some of the 
audience in a short demonstration, Audience participation in demos is fun if done 
properly, and, IF PLANNED BEFORE THE DEMO, What has worked many times for 
me, and |'m sure for your caller as well, is to have the four ladies of the square invite 
four gentlemen from the audience and form a square while the four gentlemen from 
the square invite four ladies and form a square. |! is very important to square up 
this way as each non-dancer will have Square Dancers on either side no matter what 
your caller does. Once the squares are formed, your caller will start the music and 
go - no standing while your caller tells the non-dancers what to do because YOU 
SQUARE DANCERS are right there, ready with that helping hand and in a very few 
seconds YOUR quests are dancing right along side of YOU. Don't forget to smile.

Their list of accomplishments and involvement in 
ihe New England scene deserves recognition. They are [un-loving, dedicated, hard 
workers and enthusiastic in all that they do.

BILL HR-2067, NOW BEFORE THE UNITED STATES CONGRESS. 


DURING THESE PAST TWO YEARS, OTHER STATES HAVE NOW BEEN ADDED 
TO THE ORIGINAL FIVE STATES OF OREGON IN 1978, WASHINGTON IN 1979, 
TENNESSEE IN 1980, ALABAMA IN 1981 AND NEW JERSEY IN 1983. ON MAY 13,

Square dancing is defined as the 
American Folk dance that is called, 
cued, or prompted to its participants.

Square 
dancing is easy to learn and participate 
in, and an activity in which it is easy 
to meet and make friends with others, 
In addition, Americans appreciate 
the display of etiquette that is a major 
element of square dancing. 

There are numerous historical 
and other reasons that square dancing 
deserves permanent recognition by 
Congress. This form of dancing has 
been a popular tradition in this country 
since the earliest part of our colonial 


history, and И has attained a lofty 
status as a significant part of our 
country's folklore, As а traditional, 


wholesome form of family recreation 
іп which people of all ages can take 
part, square dancing is an activity 
that symbolizes one of this country's 
basic strengths: The unity of the family.

because it pays no attention to arbitrary 
social or other distinctions — people 
from all walks of life equally enjoy 


elderly, as well as the physically and 
mentally handicapped, can fully partici- 
pate, thereby greatly enriching their 
lives. Square dancing truly expresses 


the vibrant, egalitarian spirit of the 
people of this country. 

This bill would give permanent 
recognition to the great American 
tradition. Today, there are almost 
8,000 square dance clubs throughout 


the United States with over 1 million 
active dancers spanning two generations, 
All of these are nonprofit, self-support- 
ing groups, none of which seek support 
from Congress or any other branch 
of government. In addition, 8 million 
other adults know how to square dance, 
and millions of school children regularly 
participate in this activity in their 
schools. 

No other type of American folk 
dance has such broad appeal or repre- 
sents such an amalgamation of various 


folk dance traditions. Seven States 
(Alabama, New Jersey, Oregon, 
Tennessee, Washington, Florida, and 


West Virginia) and 49 nations around 
the world have already designated 
the square dance as the American 
Folk dance for their own territories.

If almost one third 
of the world's nations have so recognized 
the square dance, does it not seem 
most appropriate to do so in the United 
States, the country where it originated 
and is most practiced? 

The square dance continues to 
thrive across this Nation and deserves 
the permanent recognition that this 
legislation would provide, | thank my 
colleagues for their suppor! of previous 
square dance resolutions, and urge 
you to continue and extend this support 
by sponsoring the bill before you today.

Here are some suggestions: 


. Form a "Recruitment Committee" 
and spend a full evening planning vour 
recruiting efforts. 


2. Plan s few demo's handing out 
flyers that give information about our 
activity. Of course it should also include 
date, time, X location of classes, as 
well as, telephone contact number. 
Remind your caller to keep it simple 
und pretty and to get the spectators 
involved as much as possible. Tell your 
dancers to smile. 





3. Try to arrange distribution of 
Square Dance Information through your 
local "Welcome Wagon". 


4. Some clubs have been successful 
selling tickets to their "Introduction 
To Square Dancing Night" rather than 
giving them away using the theory that 
some people may feel that snything 
free probably has no value. 


5. Send short and to the point notices 
to area newspapers, radio & cable T.V. 
stations for them to use. You may be 
pleasantly surprised with the results 
you will get if you send them ín early, 
type them double spaced and keep them 
short. 


6. Last but not least - Try a 
telecommunication recruiting program 
in your club and make it a contest. 
The person getting the most couples 
to your fun night gets a dinner for two 
at a local restaurant (probably donated). 


Assign 50 or 100 names from the 
telephone book in your city or town 
to each participating member and ask 
them to start calling people a week 
or two before your first fun night.

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Musings On Dance

WHAT IS YOUR FAVORITE COLOR? 


Color analysis is receiving much attention these days. Many persons are aware 
of it as a personal touch for better dressing and cosmetic choices. However, there 
is another kind of color analysis going on today creating its own stir. Chemical analysis 
and other objective techniques are revising the opinions of historical experts about 
the colors of paints used inside and outside the home in the 17th, 18th, and 19th 
centuries. In many cases, the original colors were not the softer, muted shades many 
people think of when they hear "Williamsburg blue" or "Victorian rose." In fact, by 
today's standards, some of the colors used in earlier centuries are garish. This is very 
important, for many businesses large and small have been built Upon supplying the 
correct colors for "colonial," "victorian," and "country" decorating. 


This new evidence about colors has created some very mixed feelings for some 
folks who work in historical settings. For instance, there is the perhaps apocryphal 
story of the local historical society in a New England town famous for its beautiful 
colonial homes, many of which have been painted white for years and years. One 
of these houses was recently repainted in colors newly proven to be accurate, Some 
folks at the historical society are aghast. They know objectively that the house is 
correct — perhaps more so than some of the others, but the colors are so undesirable 
to them personally that they do not want to grant the historical society's approval 
to the house. 


Several years ago, Vagabonds did a demonstration for the Wethersfield, CT 
Historical Society in our 18th century clothes, Our men wore colors other than black 
and navy blue, for when men dressed up in the 18th century, they often wore lighter 
or brighter colors. Afterwards, a gentlemen from the audience asked about these 
colors. Hé said he did not see how a man could wear such bright colors. This gave 
us an opportunity to talk with him about viewing the past through today's eyes, 
"coloring" it as it were with today's habits and taken-for-granteds, rather than finding 
out the norm of the period. While he was not immediately comfortable with this idea 
and said that it challenged his thinking, he did acknowledge what we were saying. 
It was clear that a new way of thinking about things was possible, even if initially 
awkward. This to us was a most satisfying experience with education through the 
dance. 


This coming October, Vagabonds will do a lecture-demo on the minuet for the 
Wellesley Historical Society. Many people have preconceived ideas of what a minuet 
should look like snd are unhappy to see anything which does not meet their 
expectations. What makes this even more exciting is that for many people these 
expectations exist at a subconscious level — i.e., they have not really thought about 
what they think a minuet should look like, but they are puzzled or uncomfortable 
when their expectations are not met. Actually, it is the same situation as with the 
colors, and again our hope is to expand the ways that people think about things — 
just as I hope readers will find their thinking expanded when they read these articles.

Lil 
Bossing, owner of Miami's Square Dance 
World, says - rinsing petticoats in 
a solution of one cup Elmer's Glue 
to one quart water will do the trick, 
After you have rinsed the 80 to 100 
yards of fabric in the glue solution, 
stand the petticoat in the bath tub 
to dry. Crinolines should never be 
hung on n clothes line to dry, says 
Lil, because that pulls the fullness out of 
them. Don't machine-wash petticoats 
either. Always wash by hand in the bath 
iub with a mild soap. When petticoat is 
dry, put in à cloth or paper bag and store 
on a shelf in your closet. Soft net curtain 
material made up like a laundry bag 
works the best for storing slips. Thanks

from the print. Another variation might be tried of making - 

the sleeves the same color as the front panel. There are no set rules as long as it 
looks good on you. 


#5 shows a checked gingham or little print or small plaid simple circle skirted 
dress with the crisp accent of white collar and cuffs. What could look nicer in the 
summer or at club anytime? #6 is simple also. This dress has a two-tiered skirt, the 
print is a non-spectacular white, gold and black but the little black accent at the 
neck and sleeves gives it just the lift it needs. > 









#7 shows a border 
print with its strongest + 
color carried up into 7 
the side panels (front and 
back) of the bodice with 
bright colored piping between 
these and the center panel 
(front and back). These 
panels are of the printed 
material of the upper 
part of the border Р 
print and are basically M 
light in color.

#8 is figure-flattering design and can be done in a light print and a coordinating 
dark accent color. Using this design, the print could have a white background and 
solid white could be used for the front panel and sleeves, with the print used just 
at the ends of the sleeves between the cuffs and the accent line, 


When you work with accents such as these, be careful not to let too many little 
fussy details clutter up your design. In other words, don't over-do it; just make your 
statement simple and effective and enjoy a good-looking outfit that's all yours!

Music camp planned for 
multi-handicapped children

A former Johnsonburg resident is in the process HOW TO GET YO CHATEAU HUTTER 
of restoring а once-luxurious Michigan chateau 
to its former beauty for the benefit of severely 
and multi-handicapped children. 


Michigan Attorney Albert Beaver Jr, is 
spearheading an organization known as the John 
Hunter-Emily Stewart Foundation, which recently 
purchased 110 acres of the former Chateau Hutter 
on Bay Shore Drive in Egg Harbor, Michigan. 


According to Beaver, there will be an 
eight-week music camp in July and August. During 
the rest of the year the foundation will hold 
programs and seminars for therapists and teachers 
working with the handicapped. Accreditation 
is being sought. 

The "special camp" is expected to not only 
encourage the musical abilities of handicapped 
children, but may add to future research in the 
learning limitations of special children, according to foundation reports. 


The camp intends to formulate questions, test hypothesis, and gather research 
data for publication, 


Beaver, a trial lawyer who was born in Johnsonburg and practiced law in Chicago 
unti! he moved to Sturgeon Bay ten years ago, is now planning to close his law office 
to devote full time to the foundation. 


Part of the fund-raising process to restore the chateau may be taking root right 
in Elk County. 


According to Gary Kreg, president of the Bells of St. Marys, the Square-dance 
organization is currently contemplating lending some financial support to the project. 


"It's really just in the talk stages at this point," Kreg said, "every year the Bells 
offer their support of a cause, and we are considering the Michigan project this year." 


"If the project gets off-the-ground, we may be able to go a step further next 
year by combining the efforts of the Allegheny Square Dance Foundation," he continued. 


When contacted by The Record at his Michigan law office, Beaver soid physician 
certification of the prospective applicants will not be a necessary requirement for 
acceptance into the program. 


"The program will be limited to those afflicted with severe retardation to the 
multi-handicapped in the fields of speech disorders and motor control disabilities. 
Due to the laws governing construction, we will be unable to renovate the structures 
to accommodate the needs of the physically handicapped," Beaver said. 


"We're in the process now of completing the renovation on the main building. 
When the renovations are completed, we hope to be able to accommodate approximately 
40 students for the 8-10 week course." 


"There will be no geographical boundaries or limits on the students . . „applications 
will be accepted from all over. We will be planning to advertise the school as soon 
as possible, at that time we will publish an address where applications my be obtained," 


"The applications have been custom designed to determine the degree of the 
handicap of the applicant. Those accepted will not find the camp to be anything like 
formal education," he continued. 

Beaver said the camp is a licensed recreation and music instruction facility, 
which will gear itself not only to basic music therapy, arts, crafts and nature 
appreciation, but will also lean heavily into research. 


"The real heart of the project is the research," he said, "the programs were 
constructed by an advisory board comprised of professionals in the field of music. 
The data obtained will be compiled for future study, he concluded.

CONTRAST AND HOW ТО USE IT 


Contrast can be very useful in the design of a Square Dance dress, for it can 
add excitement, be flattering to the figure, bring out a color accent, and lots of fun 
to design. Contrast can mean putting a strong color to accent a print, a dark color to 
accent 4 light or black to accent white. Two colors that are different but of the same 
value do not make a contrast; such as yellow and light green side by side. At 4 distance 
they would blend and there would be no accent by contrast; the same would be true of 
pink and lilac or lavender and blue; I'm not saying they can't be used together, but only 
that they would lack the sparkle of contrast. 


If you will look over the following sketches you will see some examples of the use 
of contrast. Take these ideas and borrow from them whatever parts are useful for you 
and your type of figure. In tnost cases you will find patterns that will give you the 
Styling that you will need to carry out your idea. If you read NEEDLE NOTES for July 
you will learn ways to find these patterns, for there are lots of them out there now and 
the Square Dance shops are beginning to carry more and more of them. 





There are certain styles of 
dresses that do not need 
contrast at any time. #1 is 
a very good example of 
this. The style is simple i 
and unadorned, for it 
has a very obviously 
Strong print which is 
decoration enough. 
The ruffling at the 
neck is made of the, | 
same fabric as the May 
dress, as are the cuffs $ 
on the sleeves. The print of 
the fabric carries plenty of con- 
tras! without adding more. 








#2 shows a solid black dress with a vest and peplum of bright red (or any other 
bright color) This was seen at the Convention on Vivian King its designer, who is 
a member of the Acton Square Wheelers. 















#3 shows two ways of doing 
8 simple contrast and íts reverse 
of Authentic pattern $309. The 
effect is crisp and sharp and might 
make à rather good club costume. 
І got the impression that this 
pattern was used as the 
Convention costume for 
Providence. #4а is the 
present Convention costume 
for Portland and is done 
in green and white. 44b 
shows the effect of reversing 
the color &nd white; it could also

be worked out with a light print and a dark solid color taken 
from the print. Another variation might be tried of making - 

the sleeves the same color as the front panel. There are no set rules as long as it 
looks good on you. 


#5 shows a checked gingham or little print or small plaid simple circle skirted 
dress with the crisp accent of white collar and cuffs. What could look nicer in the 
summer or at club anytime? #6 is simple also, This dress has a two-tiered skirt, the 
print is a non-spectacular white, gold and black but the little black accent at the 
neck and sleeves gives it just the lift it needs. > 











#7 shows a border 
print with its strongest + 
color carried up into 7 
the side panels (front and 
back) of the bodice with 
bright colored piping between 
these and the center panel 
(front and back). These 
panels are of the printed 
material of the upper 
part of the border Р 
print and are basically M 
light in color. The sleeves 
are plain ivory which matches 
the background of the print. The effect of this combination is good on the dance floor.

#8 is figure-flattering design and can be done in a light print and a coordinating 
dark accent color. Using this design, the print could have a white background and 
solid white could be used for the front panel and sleeves, with the print used just 
at the ends of the sleeves between the cuffs and the accent line, 


When you work with accents such as these, be careful not to let too many little 
fussy details clutter up your design. In other words, don't over-do it; just make your 
statement simple and effective and enjoy a good-looking outfit that's all yours!

Dear Hurts: Dr. Allemander is a serious counselor of the dancelorn and does nol 
ordinarily have time to play silly word games. However, since your injury was incurred 
in the line of dancing, | will help you get started. Here are some dismissal terms that 
apply to Square Dancing: Head couples ¬ decapitated; Mainstream graduate - 
declassified; live music dance - disbanded; lost raiding party – dislocated; Couples 
2 and 4 - decided; after-party drinker – delivered; caller - disfigured.

We were talking to one of our 
seasoned callers a few weeks back 
concerning what ingredients make 
a dance successful. A suitable place 
to dance, good sound, а smooth [loor, 
adequate air-conditioning; these were 
among the many items on the list. Then, when we started considering the human 
element, it appeared we had opened n Pandora's Box. 





"A caller certuinly needs to be prepared," our caller-friend noted. "Dancers are 
quick to sense if a caller comes in unprepared and thinks he can 'wing it'. Choreography 
that is awkward and repetitious, or beating a particular movement or combination 
of movements to death, become tiring and the average dancer reacts to it — 
negatively." 


"What about the dancers?" we continued. "Certainly they play some role in the 
success of a dance. That's where the conversation picked up momentum. 


"| feed off the enthusiasm of dancers," our friend explained. "A group that is 
‘up’ and enthusiastic right from the beginning provides a "lift' that sends me off into 
my best efforts. A group like this wants me to succeed. They want me to call the 
best dance I've ever called and there's à very good chance that with their support, 
1 will. 


"Certainly I've called for other types of groups — those where | sense a 'show 
me' attitude. They almost dare me to give them a good time, and they give the 
impression that I'm а ‘hired hand' rather than a ‘partner! working with them. The size 
of the group really hasn't a great deal to do with this feeling. I've called dances for 
a hall full of dancers, perhaps 20 to 30 Squares, where | generated a less-than-positive 
response starting right from the very first tip. 


"And then there have been smaller clubs where the dancers have been an absolute 
delight. The smiles on their faces; the applause at the end of a tip; the general aura 
of approval gives me the feeling that they're glad I'm there. I'd rather call for two 
or three Squares of this type than a hall full of dancers that fail to express a spirit 
of fun and enthusiasm. A negative response from dancers, whether Lhe dance is large 
or small, can knock the soup out of me, and if a dance starts out this way it is difficult 


to reverse it later in the evening." 
+ * = 


Obviously it's a two-way street. A caller's enthusiasm can be contagious and 
an otherwise unemotional crowd can be virtually lifted "to the stars” as the evening 
progresses, The perfect situation is one where the dancers and the caller work together 
to make a fun evening. As one caller put it, "А caller can get lonesome up there at 
the mike if he senses that he and the dancers are not pulling together." 


We asked a number of callers what helped make their day when it cume to calling 
a highly successful dance. One said, "I like to hear as well as see that the dancers 
are having a good time" Applause expresses a general appreciation for the other dancers 
in the Square, for the music, and for all of the ingredients that combine into а 
successful evening. Of course it is always reassuring to the caller." 


A high "buzz level" (the sound of many dancers engaging in friendly conversation) 
between tips tells a caller that things are going well. And, when the dancers take 
the time to come up to the caller during or at the end of the dance to say "thank 
you," it does wonders to lift the caller's morale. 


From the dancers! side, it is important for the caller to appear to be enjoying 
calling for them. "We're never adverse to a bit of praise," one dancer said. "We like 
it when the caller says nice things about us, our club and our dancing. Just a simple 
coinpliment can do wonders."

All of this underscores a very important principle. Just as it "takes two to tango, 
it takes two, the dancer and the caller, working together, to make an evening of Square 


Dancing the best that it can be.

Il 
wasn't long before the coach began to notice gradual, but marked improvement in 
his players. The linemen showed better balance and coordination. For the backfield, 
the quickness and dexterity became sharper.

Doubtless, other coaches, both in high schools as well as in universities, have 
discovered that Square Dancing, as a form of fitness training, pays off handsomely.

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American Colonists in the New 
World brought with them traditions, 


beliefs and customs in games, song 
and dance from the Old World. While 
on vacation last year we visited Colonial 
Williamsburg іп Virginia where we 
obtained a recording entitled "Colonial 
Singing Games and Dances", It is produced 
as a part of an effort to create and 
distribute audiovisual materials that 
will aid in a better understanding of 
our heritage and lives in the 18th century 
colonies, It assembles some of the British 
singing games for children and dances 
of the period. From it we learn that 
it would be difficult to find a man, 
woman or child who has not encountered 
some of these traditional singing games. 
Perhaps the best known is London Bridge. 
Although generation after generation 
has sung and played the game, ít wasn't 
until the 19th century that verses and 
variations came into print. These games 
represent a group of folklore that reflects 
customs and basic conditions of life 
centuries ago. London Bridge tells of 
repairs to the famous bridge over the 
river Thames that served London for 


more than 600 years. In Oats and Beans 
and Barley Grow we find a young man 
planting food crops who chooses a wife 
who will be his working partner in their 
new home. Round and round the Village 
presents traditional courting procedures. 
Old Roger is Dead is a game of children

playing the role of apple tree, Roger 
and the Old Woman. 


Throughout the colonies dancing 
was a favorite amusement of all ages 
and classes. Stately minuets at formal 
balls were usually followed by country 
dances, reels and jigs. In reels and 
many other country dances, any number 
of couples faced each other in two 
long lines; other popular forms were 
four sided, like the Square Dances 
of later frontier communities. Music 
for dancing was provided by members 
of the family or guests who played 
the harpsichord, fiddle, flute, recorder, 
tabor, or home made instruments of 


several kinds, In an era when most 
families had to provide their own 
entertainment, young people were 
encouraged to learn an instrument 


and to know how to dance. Dancing 
manuals and dancing masters were 
available in all the colonies. A catalog 
of audiovisual materials is available 
from Colonial Williamsburg Foundation, 
Box С. Williamsburg, VA 23185. This 
particular album contains an instruction 
booklet worded to insure comprehension 
by both teacher and student and is 
intended for use by primary grade 
teachers and recreation instructors.

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Musings On Dance

WHAT IS YOUR FAVORITE COLOR? 


Color analysis is receiving much attention these days. Many persons are aware 
of it as a personal touch for better dressing and cosmetic choices. However, there 
is another kind of color analysis going on today creating its own stir. Chemical analysis 
and other objective techniques are revising the opinions of historical experts about 
the colors of paints used inside and outside the home in the 17th, 18th, and 19th 
centuries. In many cases, the original colors were not the softer, muted shades many 
people tbink of when they hear "Williamsburg blue" or "Victorian rose." In fact, by 
today's standards, some of the colors used in earlier centuries are garish, This is very 
important, for many businesses large and small have been built Upon supplying the 
correct colors for "colonial," "victorian," and "country" decorating. 


This new evidence about colors has created some very mixed feelings for some 
folks who work in historical settings. For instance, there is the perhaps apocryphal 
story of the local historical society in a New England town famous for its beautiful 
colonial homes, many of which have been painted white for years and years. One 
of these houses was recently repainted in colors newly proven to be accurate, Some 
folks at the historical society are aghast. They know objectively that the house is 
correct — perhaps more so than some of the others, but the colors are so undesirable 
to them personally that they do not want to grant the historical society's approval 
to the house. 


Several years ago, Vagabonds did a demonstration for the Wethersfield, CT 
Historical Society in our 18th century clothes. Our men wore colors other than black 
and navy blue, for when men dressed up in the 18th century, they often wore lighter 
or brighter colors. Afterwards, a gentlemen from the audience asked about these 
colors. He said he did not see how a man could wear such bright colors. This gave 
us an opportunity to talk with him about viewing the past through today's eyes, 
“coloring” it as it were with today's habits and taken-for-granteds, rather than finding 
out the norm of the period. While he was not immediately comfortable with this idea 
and said that it challenged his thinking, he did acknowledge what we were saying. 
It was clear that a new way of thinking about things was possible, even if initially 
awkward. This to us was a most satisfying experience with education through the 
dance. 


This coming October, Vagabonds will do a lecture-demo on the minuet for the 
Wellesley Historical Society. Many people have preconceived ideas of what a minuet 
should look like snd are unhappy to see anything which does not meet their 
expectations. What makes this even more exciting is that for many people these 
expectations exist at a subconscious level — i.e., they have not really thought about 
what they think a minuet should look like, but they are puzzled or uncomfortable 
when their expectations are not met. Actually, it is the same situation as with the 
colors, and again our hope is to expand the ways that people think about things — 
just as I hope readers will find their thinking expanded when they read these articles.

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LET'S DO SOMETHING ABOUT IT ....... 


Subject: It's the Way you Look at IT 


These are my personal opinions about a few present-day Square Dance worries. 


DROPOUTS: It is no different than any other hobby or sport. Some folks just 
want an exposure to many things. | have had class members tell me that they never 
intended to go beyond graduation. This entitles them to a diploma and an expert rating 
at one night stands such as PTA dances and Couple clubs. 


If in your class, the caller and members are doing most things right, then not 
to worry; don't make any major changes to accommodate one or two couples. In one 
class, ! put out a questionnaire and everything was acceptable but the majority asked 
for more repetition. This is probably true in all present-day classes. Not enough time. 

SMALL CLASSES: There are so many more clubs in comparison to several years 
ago, that attendance is spread thin. If a club cannot support a class, then look to 
joining up with another area club or clubs to sponsor jointly, Classes are a must. 


TOO MANY LEVELS: Not to worry. This solves the problem for those who are 
always looking for just a lit!le more. There is so much available in the way of levels, 
that we all have a choice and there is nothing to complain about. 


TOO MUCH ROUND DANCING AT SQUARE DANCES: Prior to the 2 * 2 programs, 
some callers took as much as 15 minutes between sets, With 2 * 2, it is nearer 8 
minutes. If you are not a Round Dancer, at least let the others enjoy themselves. 


TOO MUCH MEMORY WORK IN SQUARE DANCE CALLS: A great many dancers 
agree with this. Before Round Dancers were cued the floor was empty. If Square 
Dancers and callers are wondering why Round Dancing is growing, they should take 
a look at methods. Cueing is the same as directional calling. After a long day of brain 
work, it is time to relax. Directional calling will allow this and can still be challenging. 
Think about it.

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CHALLENGE RAMBLINGS 


Two months ago I mentioned that official Ci definitions were available from Callerlab, This 
is not true (yet). First John Sybalsky has to edit the changes made at the convention, run 
off a master copy, send it to Callerlab, and have them make copies. Until this happens, you 
will not be able to obtain the C1 definitions. By announcing the CI definition availability 
before its time, I caused you and the Callerlab office some problems for which I apologize. 
I will let you know when they are really available. 


Having just returned from the 21st National Advanced and Challenge Square Dance 
Convention, this column will be devoted to some facts and observations about the 
convention. This year’s convention was held in Altoona, PA (2.5 hours drive east of 
Pittsburgh), The attendance was an all-time high of 172 squares (up from 165 last year). 
Full-time halls were available for A2, C1, C2, and C3 for a total of 120 lips. There were 16 
asterisk tips in each of the halls during which callers "are likely to call more difficult 
material of the advertised level". The C3 hall was C3B with 30 tips of C3A scheduled while 
the C4 hall was operating. The C4 hall operated part-time with 36 tips. Next year's stalT, 
which is determined by dancer vote, will be Foote, Howell, Hodson, Jacobs, Kopman, Libby, 
Marshall, Rubright, and A. Uebelacker, 


Miriam and 1 had a really enjoyable time at the convention. We danced with friends from 
previous years and made some new friends, The C4 hall usually had 8 squares dancing, 
The material ranged from "smooth and flowing" with the "wind in your face" delivery for 
which some of the callers are famous to "intricate and puzzling” with the "thinking man's" 
delivery. All of the material presented was legitimate C4 and much appreciated by the 
dancers if applause (amplified by the hall echo) at the end of a caller's stint was any 
indication. 

The C2 hall was the largest; I danced several tips in it. Many callers tried to ensure that 
most of the dancers were successful on most of the material This deflated the level to 
something a little above Cl; T believe this is not appropriate for the premire challenge 
convention whose tapes are sold far and wide. Since the caller controls the degree of 
difficulty and the dancers are free to move among halls, the C2 hall should reflect a "real" 
and "realistic" C2 level, not "soft" or "easy" C2 and not "hard" C2. This year I felt that 
the callers allowed the level to slip below the easy range. 


During my own C2 tip, for which І had prepared easy (for me) C2 which | felt was 
"standard", I called a C2 card followed by C! cards until most of the floor got one. Then I 
called another standard C2 card and more Ci, I did a few overs of the C2 cards. 
Sometimes more than half of the floor broke down before the end of a Cl card. This is not 
right. The material I have called at my "Easy C2" weekend at Cherry Ridge was harder 
than what I ended up using in the C2 hall. 


1 believe that C2 dancers enjoy a certain amount of challenge. The dancers in a difficult 
Keith Gulley C2 tip, told me at the end of the evening that those two tips were the best of 
the night I am sure they had tips that were more successful, but Keith caused you to 
think (e.g. from a starting double pass thru setup, Concentrie Pass The Ocean) They 
were dancing on the edge of their ability and with some teamwork, our square got most of 
the sequences. A lurge percentage of the floor of the floor didn't get much for these two 
tips and ] wonder what their opinion was. 


1 danced a tip in the A2 hall and learned from John Marshall how to Chain Reaction, turn 
the star like a Motivate, and to Motivate, turn the star like a Chain Reaction. I wish I had 
talked with more dancers in this hall во 1 could have a better understanding of where they 
come from and what they enjoy. 


In the Ci hall, 1 enjoyed two tips with Tom and Mary Rinker in my square. This hall was 
probably the second largest The Kopman, Sybalsky, and Rubright tips | danced certainly 
kept the dancers moving. While it didn't seem too challenging, | don't. know what degree of 
challenge is appropriate at C1.

ancers shouldn't have to understand much about the technical side of 
calling. They come to have a good time and the only question they should 
have to ask is "Was it fun?" 


On the other hand, ! think it would be good for everyone if Square Dancers knew 
what they were entitled to expect from callers. 


Good TIMING means that dancers should be able to move through a dance action, 
taking one step for each beat of music, without having to cut corners and without 
having to wait for a call. As | observe dancing, | often see dancers waiting - standing 
in place ready to do something - for two, three or even more beats of music before 
the caller tells them what to do next. These hesitations — TIMING errors - give the 
dance a "stop and go" feeling that isn't much like dancing. Timing errors have many 
causes, Sometimes they happen because the caller doesn't understand the dance action 
well enough to know what to call next. The caller may have to wait until the dancers 
have finished one action before the next call can be planned. 


The other side of that coin is the routine that the caller has memorized or is 
reading. Then the caller may not even watch the floor and, without careful planning, 
the calls may come so fast that no one can keep up. 


Another reason for timing errors is dance routines that are too complicated for 
the dancers to understand and move through without extra thinking time. We sometimes 
call that "workshop" timing. We have to allow extra time between calls so that dancers 
can think about the next action before they start to do it, You've all experienced 
this when you've learned a new call either in class or at a workshop. Learning new 
calls can be fun but when the "workshop" timing goes on all evening, even with calls 
we know well, we never get the feeling of dancing. 


| worry the callers are using workshop timing so much these days that it becomes 
a habit. Dancers rarely get the experience of moving without hesitation, in time with 
the music, through dance routines that they can handle comfortably. It's that experience 
that is Square Dancing's best.

think it's safe to say that 
4| al callers were dancers 
first (at least I hope so) 
so if you are a dancer, you are well 
within your rights to consider becoming 
a caller, if you are so inclined. 


If you have been harboring a secret 
desire to give it a try, but ashamed 
to admit it to any of your friends or 
even your spouse because you have 
yourself convinced that it takes all 
kinds of special talents to be a caller, 
please believe the following facts: 


1. No one becomes a good caller 
over night. Even the callers who seem 
So good and so relaxed worked very 
hard to overcome their shortcomings, 
whatever they were. 


2. The so-called "Naturals" who 
become popular over night can be counted 
on the fingers of one hand, and I'm 


talking "Nationally". 


3. A compelent Caller Coach would 
tell you at the first session if he thought 
you had no chance of becoming a caller. 
The truth of the matter is, most beginner 
callers have strong points and weak 
points. A competent Caller Coach can 
suggest, to you, how you can use your 
strong points to their best advantage 
and work to improve your weak points. 


Certainly, today's prospective 
callers have better tools to work with 
than in years past, with much improved 
sound equipment, more and better 
recorded music and many books written 
on the subject. 


There is always а need for new 
callers coming into the activity because 
of callers retiring, relocating, changing

Both Salt Lake City and Milwaukee have all the fine qualifications, and are equally 
able to host the National Square Dance Convention. Salt Lake City will be geared to 
host the National in 1991, and Milwaukee could be geared to host a convention similar 
to the National Square Dance Convention in 1991, if they so desire. 


Next year four cities plan to bid for the National Square Dance Convention in 
Anaheim to be held in 1992, and only one will win. 


The cost of preparing a bid to the sponsoring federation and bidding city can run as 
much as $10,000 and more. When a federation and a city loses the bid, thousands of 
Square and Round dancers from that area are hurt, and rightfully so, as their federation 
treasury is not only depleted by the amount it cost to prepare the bid, but the 
embarrassment the dancers suffer after all the hard work everyone has been put 
through. 


The "more the merrier" should not be what the NEC looks for when it comes to 
cities bidding for a National Square Dance Convention, because it will eventually 
discourage any city to host a National in the future. It was suggested that the Executive 
Committee of the National Square Dance convention have a site selection committee to 
determine where the national goes from one year to the next, so that all dancers have 
an opportunity to attend a national in their area, If the city selected meets the 
standards of hosting the National Square Dance Convention, then the federation from 
that area should be encouraged to host the National. This would certainly keep the 
financial strain off potential bidders, and save embarrassment to thousands of dancers 
who tried unsuccessfully to host the National Square Dance Convention, 

Please write to the President of the NEC or any member of the National Executive 
Committee before the pre-convention meeting which will be held in Oklahoma City in 
March 1988 with any ideas or suggestions, how the NEC can better serve you, the

The time has come again when we want to impart to the neophite the great feeling of love 
and pleasure that we have for this square dance activity of ours. Our classes are now starting, we 
have promised our new people fun, and we must make sure that they find it. Although fun may 
not hold the same meaning for all of us, each of us does expect to feel the warmth of friendship, 
the desire to smile, the lift and excitement of the music, the sense of well-being from the physical 
exercise, and hopefully, a sense of accomplishment (гот each basic mastered. 

The caller, his wife and the square angels, by the very nature of what they have chosen to 
be, have dedicated themselves to helping the new dancer achieve all this. This isno easy matter due 
to the complexity of our dancing, and the frequency of dancing requir- 
ed to stay with it. Many of our new dancers are quickly frightened 
away by the magnitude of the challenge. It is up to us to make the 
learning process so much fun that they just can't bear to miss any of 
it. 

We must make every effort to let them enjoy without früstra- 
tion, and we must let them win often enough to have the feeling of 
success. We must somehow teach them to listen without letting them 
feel that a mistake is a bad thing. We must show them that a smooth 
style of dancing is more important than knowing every figure, We 
must let them know that we are glad they are there. All this is no small 
order, but we must succeed if our dancing is to survive. These are 
things we can remember that will help us accomplish this: 

1.) Always wear a sincere smile 

2.) Always wear square dance attire but avoid elaborate clothes, 

3.) Be ready to hop into a square quickly, Hf you plan to sit on the 
sidelines all evening, you'd better stay home. New dancers are embart- 
assed if you sit and watch them. 

4.) Appear eager to dance with the new dancer at all times. You do love it, don't you? 

5.) Don't give the learner instructions during the dancing. He becomes confused, not knowing 
whether to listen to you or the caller. 

6.) If а new dancer hurts you by being rough simply say "OW" loud enough so he hears you. 
M he asks you about it later, you then have the opportunity to explain in what way he could 
be more gentle, 

7.) Encourage the new dancer to wear comfortable clothes, but do not insist 

he buy square dance attire until he truly wants to, 
8.) Remember, frustration is the greatest block to learning. 
Avoid letting our new dancer become frustrated whenever 
possible. 
9.) Always remember that you were once a beginner. 
Was there someone who was especially nice to you? 

Ihe new dancer is looking up to you to lead the way, 
so when you go to a beginner night dress as carefully 
as you would for club night (or more so) and dance 
with all the smoothness and SIMPLE GOOD STYLE (no 
gimmicks please!) that you can muster. The new dancer 
depends on YOU to show him what is best. 


NOTE TO ALL DANCERS ...... 

YOU ALREADY KNOW, BUT LET ME REMIND YOU THAT YOUR NEW DANCERS ARE 
THE LIFE-BLOOD OF OUR ACTIVITY. OUR SQUARE DANCING CANNOT SURVIVE WITH— 
OUT THEM. IT WILL BECOME STAGNANT AND IT WILL ALSO BECOME SO EXCLUSIVE 
THAT WE WILL FIND OURSELVES PRETTY LONELY INOUR EMPTY HALLS, WE CANNOT 
AFFORD TO BE SELFISH, WE MUST CONSTANTLY HOLD OUT A HAND TO OUR NEW

Shortly thereafter, Tom took courses and trained as a caller and by the 196 1-62 season, 
was ready to step in and take over the duties as club caller & cuer. Of the original 
three member callers, Hank Chase remained on as class instructor from 1960 to 1968, 
at which rime he retired from Square Dancing, Art Ross took over the role as class 
caller for two years until 1970 when Tom Potts took over the dual role of class & 
club caller & cuer, which he maintains to this day. 


The Barnstormers have remained a small club of 25-40 couples for the past 30 
years. The main reason the club has survived is because of its strong support of all 
its members being involved in area's of officers, chairpersons, angels, banner raids, 
open dances, and workers. 


The Barnstormers earned their name in the first 15-20 years of existence due 
to the number of barns, halls, churches, etc., in which they held classes, workshops, 
and open dances. However, stability has been achieved in the past 10 years with 
workshops at the Rowley Town Hall, classes at the Erie 4 Fire Station in Georgetown 
and open dances at the Pennbrook School also in Georgetown. 


Of recent, the club celebrated, along with Tom Potts, his 25th Anniversary as 
a caller and cuer. At the April 1986 New England Square and Round Dance Convention 
our own Tom Potts was presented with the Prestigious Yankee Clipper Award. 


We will celebrate our 30thAnniversary with a dinner and a dance following on 
October 9, 1987, at the Pennbrook School, Elm Street in Georgetown with Don 
Frechette calling and Tom Potts cueing. There will also be a Chinese Auction.

The class season is upon us again 
and the best place to train people to move, 
not just on the beat, but also to the 
phrase, is right from the fun-night on! 
Traditional dance figures such as Ladies 
Chain, Circle Half, Forward and Back, 
Dosido, etc. take 8 steps or downbeats (4 
bars) of music to complete. Nobody enjoys 
counting while dancing, for any length of 
time, so why count at all? Save the "1, 2, 3, 
4s" for "testing" and use the music to 
teach the timing of the figures. 

The words you have just read 
are the opening paragraph of my 
first column of Chip's Tip written 
ten years ago in September 1977. 
The column came of an idea I had 
and discussed, via the mail, with 
Charlie Baldwin. 

As you can tell from my 
opening paragraph I started the 
series with a complete course in 
how to call in the traditional 
(prompting) style and explained 
contras, quadrilles and related 
material. 

That paragraph wasn't my 
lead-in paragraph as I had writ- 
ten five short paragraphs рге- 
ceeding it, When I anxiously 
opened the issue of the CALLER 
containing my first words I was 
somewhat nonplussed to see the 
article start off with the fifth 
paragraph. Further reading 
showed Charlie had put those 
words at the end of my column. 
That was the only editing he ever 
did and it made sense although it 
certainly surprised me. 

My leading paragraphs which 
ended up at the end of the column 
are as follows: 

For many years Herbie Gaudreau ran a 
column in the Caller unter the title 
"Contra Corner." As the title stated, con- 
tras were the feature of the column. Some- 
times a quadrille was published. 

In this new column I hope to present 
contras, quadrilles, circle and whole set 
dances for those callers, leaders and 
dancers looking for phrased dance mate- 
rial. To add variety to their dance pro- 
grams at any level of experience. 

Books and records will be discussed 
from time-to-time. Basic explanations of 
the terminology used In traditional darice 
notation will be offered. There's a gold 
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mine of dances available for those who 
want it.

One last word....Please let me know 
your interests, questions, etc. And please 
share what you know. 

As the years went by I re- 
ally tried to do what I had so 
boldy stated in my first column.

When I started Chip's Tip I 
was still actively involved in 
club dancing but knew I wasn't 
going to stay with it and gradu- 
ally gave up my clubs (four of 
them) and stepped out of several 
dance weekends.

LET'S DO SOMETHING ABOUT IT ....... 


Subject: Yankee Clipper Criteria 





The original committee which set up the running rules for the Yankee Clipper 
Award was initiated by Charlie Baldwin. Many long meetings were held at the home 
of Ed Butler in Lowell, Much discussion was necessary to develop a criteria. Why? 
If a person was selected on the basis of being a good caller, good cuer, good dancer 
and was active in such local projects such as den mother, member of the church choir, 
collector of various charities, | am sure you can think of hundreds of folk that would 
fill the bill. In order to make the award more meaningful, the committee feels that 
giving one award during the year certainly makes the award more desirable than if 
several were presented. 


Therefore, if you are presenting a nominee it becomes important to discover 
as many facts as possible pertaining to those items that score the most points. Most 
points are given for work performed beyond the call of duty and not compensated 
for such. For example, volunteer work for hospitals, unpaid community work of various 
sorts, giving up calling dates or Sundays to attend meetings pertaining to the Square 
Dance movement. 


The committee sits together, reads all nomination papers and then votes by secret 
ballot. It is usually the case that one nominee ranks the highest. 


You must understand that the competition is tough and so the more information 
you can provide the better. It will require extra paper work as the application form 
is just a guide. Remember that if your nominee does not win, you are privileged to 
submit the name again the following year, hopefully, with added information. 


The deadline is November 30th. Now is the time for you to start collecting that 
information, There are a lot of deserving people out there in the Square Dance world.

^ have just returned from calling a weekend festival in Ronneby, Sweden 
and | must tell everyone what an exciting experience it was. Square 
Dancing there was little known before 1980 but it is now growing rapidly. 
The Swedish people bring an intensity to this hobby which makes exciting the best 
word to describe their dancing. The festival was part of a celebration of the 600th 
birthday of the Town of Ronneby. Nearly 300 dancers Look part in the three-day event. 
Most Square Dance events have a couple who do most of the planning and hard work. 
In Ronneby, they were Leif & Irene Lindegren who were our hosts while we were 
there in their very beautifully furnished and very comfortable home. Even a small 
festival like this takes much the same work that big conventions require including 
the publicity, registration, programming, facilities management and all the many 
details that no one thinks of. In this case, Leif and Irene, with the help of the fairly 
small group of dancers in the Ronneby area, did it all and had time left over to make 
us feel welcome and appreciated as well. They clearly are members of that small 
band of dedicated workers who are always there when Square Dancing needs help. 


One surprising thing about Swedish dancers is their knowledge of the Square 
Dance calls. They dance - at all programs from BASIC through ADVANCED - with 
far greater accuracy and style than any group | have called for recently. Their 
introduction for new dancers teaches only BASIC (the first 48 calls on the 
MAINSTREAM list) in the first dance season. In the second season the 20 more calls 
of MAINSTREAM are taught. They get to the PLUS program ONLY after two full 
seasons of dancing. The effect of this is a floor including many first year dancers 
who can mix All Eight Circulate with Split Circulates from either left or right handed 
waves with no trouble. PLUS dancers can do Coordinate or Track Two with any 
arrangement of boys and girls not just the single arrangement that most dancers can 
handle. Leif had warned me that Swedish Square Dancers are more vigorous than 
their American counterparts but no one can prepare a caller for dancers that NEVER 
leave the floor. | was assured that a Swedish caller would be available to help when 
necessity required me to leave the stage but Tommy Quarfordt was much more than 
that and called about a third of the program with skill unusual for a caller with only 
four years experience. Even with his help, 1 called with equivalent of about six normal 
New England Square Dance evenings in the three days. The program recognized the 
presence of many newer dancers by alternating BASIC Program tips with first 
MAINSTREAM and then PLUS tips. This meant that half the dancing was the BASIC 
program and most of the dancers who danced PLUS were on the floor for the BASIC 
tips too. | said the dancers never leave the floor and that's true. After each tip | turned 
to select the records for the next tip. In that minute or so the Squares had reformed 
and were waiting for me to start again. While this makes steady work for the caller, 
it is also very exhilarating to call for people who enjoy dancing enough to dance almost 
without interruption through the whole weekend.

This month we want to talk with 
oll of you, dancers and callers alike, 
who are about to embark on a new 
season of Square Dance classes. Few 
phases of the Square Dance activity 
deserve more attention, deserve 





more words of encouragement than the class periods and the metamorphosis of 
the non-dancer into a happy, enthusiastic Square Dance regular, Perhaps the reason 
we place such emphasis on this plateau of the activity is because there is no other 
phase of Square Dancing that deals with so many people. 


Somebody once said that the most difficult movement in 
square dancing is the movement it takes to get Mr, and Mrs, 
Average Citizen out of their comfortable chair beside the TV 
set and through the door of the square dance hall for the 
first time. If this is so, then the rest of the job should be 
a snap, We all know square dancing can be an enjoyable rec- 
reation; now, during our coming class period, is our opportu- 
nity to prove it. 

Callers and dancers alike need to understand what the 
non-dancer is looking for when he comes into that first night 
of beginners’ class. lets review what we have promised him. 
(1) Square dancing is fun! (2) Square dancing is a friendly 
activity. (3) Square dancing is inexpensive. Failure to 
deliver on any of these "promises" will cost us potential 
dancers. 

To say that square dancing is fun means that it should be 
enjoyable from the first day of beginners’ class and continue 
right straight through into club and workshops. The word fun 
needs to be understood. It refers to the exhilaration of 
satisfactorily following tne calls, of moving to the music, of 
being able to react automatically. The joy of dancing must be 
present in the square dance activity if we nre to expect the 


newcomer to "hanq in thero" and become à member of our 
community. 
Square dancers are friendly. This just doesn't mean that 


we are friendly to those whom we feel are the quickest to 
learn, but to all those who answer our invitation and come 
into our classes. Once class time is over the friendliness 
must continue. Sometimes, when newcomers come to aur clubs, 
we still expect our callers to call for us on the level that 
we, the club members, have attained, We, perhaps, are impa- 
tient with the awkwardness of the new dancer, intolerant 
sometimes of their inability. However, if we are to retain 
these potential dancers as future club members we need to take 
а good long look at our own attitudes, We must make sure that 
the square dance club is ready to provide the Friendly atmo- 
sphere we have promised. 

Square dancing is inexpensive. When looking at othor 
Forms of entertainment, motion pictures, stage shows and 
nightclubs, square dancing is a tremendous value and it is 
important that its cost be kept within an acceptable range. 

^ Note To The Callers 

Whether thisis your first class season coming upor your 
twenty-first, each new class represents a different composite 
group personality. There is no stereotyped way of teaching as 
long as the journey through the learning period is enjoyable 
and the goal of retaining as many of the new dancers as pos- 
sible is achieved. Remember that class time is not just

teaching a collection of basics. It is the transference of 
knowledge of how to dance, how to move to music, how to listen 
to the calls. The basics illustrate these things and as a 
result of attending class the new dancers should know how to 
move and react automatically to the calls. 

It’s painful to note that teaching the beginners is some- 
times treated as a "chore" and that for this particular re- 
sponsibility the new caller, the inexperienced teacher, is 
often the one who gets the assignment. It makes ав much sense 
as saying that the horse that has never been ridden should 
first be ridden by a person who has never before ridden a 
horse. There's a proper time and place for the student-caller 
to practice the art of teaching but it should not be at the 
expense of the new dancer. 

Despite all of this, however, whether you re reasonably 
new at teaching or are an experienced caller, as you approach 
your coming class, treat it as something special. Give con- 
siderable thought to your preparation. Keep good records of 
the progress of the class, making notes where trouble spots 
arise and going back to polish up before progressing. If your 
new class is a small one rather than the large one you had 
hoped it might be, don't allow your disappointment to show. 
Give your dancers just as much enthusiastic teaching, just as 
much in-depth preparation and just as much individual help and 
counseling as you might with a capacity crowd. You'll find 
that your positive attitude will accomplish much and that your 
present crop of new dancers will become your recruiters for 
your future classes. 

Not all classes are alike. Sometimes a group will be 
brought together that has an unusually fast rate of learning. 
On other occasions the makeup of the class will require that 
the caller/teacher go slower, reviewing more frequently and 
covering the basics less rapidly. 

* * * 


Undoubtedly you are looking forward to the day when the 
class members can join you in your club dancing -- but, be pa- 
tient. Remember, it’s one thing to teach, another to learn. 
А caller may teach the dancers all they need to know in just a 
few weeks. However, only by continued repetitive practice 
will they start to react automatically and truly learn to 
Square dance. The caller needs sufficient time to thoroughly 
indoctrinate the new dancer. Let him have it. 

About Being Helpers 

Square Angels are those experienced dancers who help with 
the new dancers during their class time. If this is to be 
your opportunity during the coming months, then treat the 
responsibility with great care. 

Remember that each class can have only one caller at a 
time. Your job is not to teach, to serve as a policeman while 
a square is in progress or to anticipate what the caller may 
eventually teach when he feels the time is right. Your job is 
to fill in a square so that all the new dancers may dance. It 
means using only those movements and styling points that the 
caller has already introduced to the group. It means being in 
the right place at the right time, moving correctly to the 
beat of the music and executing the basics in their standard- 
ized form. 

Your manner of dress, your attitudes and your friendli- 
ness will serve as an important visible part of the teaching 
process. Be a good representative of square dancing and you 
will indeed be "an angel!"

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This country is one of the wealthiest 
in the World which brings with it an 
abundance of benefits. Aside from the 
basics of food, shelter and clothing we 
have also grown accustomed to all the 
modern conveniences including recent 
developments such as VCR's, microwaves 
and personal computers. Our society is 
full of high-tech living. After the clock 
radio wakes us up in the morning, we zap 
something into the microwave, scan the 
newspaper headlines for information that 
has been electronically transferred from 
around the world, then drive an imported 
car to work that carries with it a 
telephone to get the day's business under 
way. Once at work, we wait for the 
automatic coffee maker's last drop and 
set down at a computer. Yet with all of 
this modern technology we find ourselves 
still struggling in the care of our most 
precious asset, our body. Writing a diet 
book is almost a sure sign of instant 
success which points out how desperate 
we are. The most popular videocassettes, 
books and magazines now deal with 
nutrition, health, exercise and weight loss. 
Although we like to picture ourselves as 
fit and trim. . .dancing, running or cycling 
all over the land. . .the majority of our 
population remains sedentary. 11 appears 
that the reason we ignore exercise stems 
from what we learned in childhood. 
Children are not taught that exercise is an 
integral part of maintaining health and 
well being. We assume that children get 
enough exercise by playing on their own. 
While many children do play enough to 
maintain a good fitness level, there are 
many factors sabotaging a child's natural 
desire to be active. One primary source is, 
of course, the lure of television and video 
equipment. Poor eating habits also 
contribute to inactivity. Junk foods can 
cause a child to have wide mood swings 
between sluggishness and hyperactivity. 
Parents can also have a bad influence 
when they come home from work tired 
and do not take the time to also exercise 
in some way. Children will pick up these 
habits. Children need role models who do 
exercise. When children do participate in 
a structured exercise program they are 
usually taught the value of competition.

problem is that the emphasis is placed on 
winning rather than on the activity 
itself. Square Dancing for children is one 
activity that counters all of these 
negative life styles, We find that as we 
get older, our attitudes aboul exercise 
don't change much and we find our 
exercise level decreases. We don't spend 
our time "playing" any more and most 
people drop out of sports activity after 
school. Square Dancing can take up that 
slack in exercising in a most pleasant 
way, unlike anything you have 
experienced before or have tried to date 
in the exercise arena. Square Dancers 
are active people. We find many people 
spend their leisure time in sedentary 
ways like relaxing at home or socializing 
with friends as compared 1o doing 
something physical. Although we may 
read the diet book or watch an exercise 
program, a very small percentage of this 
country's population has made exercise a 
part of their daily lives. This trend has 
been changing in recent years towards a 
desire for a more healthy body. One 
activity that has been around a long time 
that can contribute to a more healthy 
you is that of Square Dancing. Many 
health activities seem to involve pushing 
to the limits. There then is the tendency 
of trying to do too much too soon which 
can result in physical injury or burnout or 
an all or nothing approach. A more 
realistic approach is a — gradual 
introduction to exercise in an activity 
such as Square Dancing. Square Dancing 
is an activity that is available to all ages 
and in its own way ı contributes to a 
better quality of life. It provides 
endurance conditioning to the cardiovas- 
cular and respiratory system, a strength- 
ening and toning of muscle power and 
flexibility in movement. In addition to 
the physical benefits a regular exercise 
program such as Square Dancing can lift 
your spirits, release built up tensions, has 
a purifying effect on the mind and can 
leave you truly refreshed. Here is an 
aclivity for all seasons that all ages can 
benefit from. People of all ages can put 
fun and exercise into their lives by 
becoming a Square Dancer.

Line/Solo DANCE CORNER 





ne of the items that I 

would like to communicate 

to you this month concerns 
the origin of all the line dances we 
are dancing in the dance halls across 
the nation. For many years now | try, 
to the best of my ability, to lenrn the 
name of the choreographer and the 
area where each  line/solo dance 
originates. Actually, | have put many 
miles and countless hours into attempting 
to track down this information. It usually 
ends in frustration. 


There are several reasons why 
this information is not easily available: 


First, most dancers care less who 
wrote the dance. If the information 
is announced at n dance session, it passes 
in one ear and out the other. 


Second, most of the dnnce 
instructors/teachers treat the matter 
in the same manner as the dancers, 
and do little to pass the information 
mong. 


Third, when | wrote "Line Dance 
Manuals I & П" in the mid-seventies, 
it was even more difficult then to find 
out this information. 1 missed many 
&nd because of that fact | suspected 
much criticism on that score. Yet, 
| received only one letter and perhaps 
five or six comments concerning the 
lack of the source for some of the 89

dances contained in the two books. 
This somewhat confirms the statement 
made earlier that тапу people аге 
not even slightly interested. However, 
I will still endeavor to present to the 
line/solo dance world as many names 
of choreographers of 200 dances to 
be found in my NEW book — to be 
published in the not too distant future. 


Fourth, still one more reason, one 
that square and round dance 
leaders/callers/cuers will find hard 
to accept. Believe it or not, there 
are many line dance choreographers 
who wish to keep their dances SECRETE, 
They are not interested in passing 
along the dance to anyone but their 
own dancers. Of course, after that 
the dance will "leak out", but it is 
all hush-hush — so we lose the identity 
of the choreographer,

Musings On Dance

VANISHING SINGLES 


The 7-inch disc you've known and loved 
is heading for record heaven 


. +. Says the headline of the lead article in the "Living/Arts" section of the Boston 
Globe for June 1, 1987. Many of us who Square and Round dance today are intimately 
acquainted with the 45s, either in our own youth or through our children. Compared 
to the sound systems of today, especially their capacity for loud volume, the world 
of the 45 is almost innocent. The article quoted above says in no uncertain terms 
that in the larger world of canned music, the 45 is going out of favor and will soon 
become - along with its paraphernalia - vintage and antique. Those of us who think that 
cylinders played on little machines with big horns, or 78s played on machines in large 
cabinets, are vestiges of the past will be followed who think similarly about 45s and 
portable record players. Last week I went out to buy a particular LP (something I 
hadn't done for a year) and discovered, to my horror, that 7596 of the store's stack 
of records had been turned over to CDs. If that's the case, 45s must be an endangered 
species. 








What does this have to do with our dancing? All social dance is one way or another 
connected with technology. We could not have today's Square and Round dancing 
were it not for recorded music and public address systems. We remain fascinated 
and concerned with sound reproduction; adequate sound is one of the top items on 
the list of requirements for good festivals and conventions as well as local workshops. 


Currently we have very reliable sound systems based "99 and 44/100ths percent" 
on the 45. If in the music world at large the 45 is going out, what does that mean 
for us? Already it is common for Round dance records to cost $3 — $5 a piece. The 
total Square and Round dance record market is but à drop in the bucket in the world 
of musie production. Will producers still be willing to work within such а small 
specialized market as the music world continues to evolve away from the 45? 


In another direction, what if the Square and Round dance community changes, 
i.e, chooses to leave the 45? At the moment, because everything is so universally 
based on the 45, we have a great deal of ease with traveling callers, sound systems 
working for everyone (except the occasional Round dance 45 with a small hole in 
a turntable which automatically slows dawn to 33 RPM because of it), and a general 
expectation that this is the way things are. 


But will they continue this way? Friends of mine who are avidly interested in 
the technology of records, CDs, and video say they are "just waiting" for the day 
when Square and Round dance music can be digitally recorded and played as easily 
as we play our 45s today. The sound quality could be many times better. Even now, 
our current sound systems typically do not reproduce the music with as much fidelity 
as is possible when the same records are played on home systems. For Vagabonds 
demos, we often record our Round dance music on cassettes by playing the records 
on our home sound system. The fidelity is much improved and we actually get to hear 
more of the instruments and more of the music this way. The sound systems currently 
in use for Square and Round dancing are built to emphasize the voice of the caller 
or cuer rather than for high fidelity reproduction of the music. 


This emphasis of the voice and the benign neglect of the music point out that 
in our Square dancing, musie is always so important. Some patter call music seems 
to be only background for а beat and some of the singing calls exhibit no particular 
musical ingenuity as the stanzas repeat the required number of times. This in turn 
seems to complement those who call and dance inan erratically-phrased way — or 
nt least it doesn't seem to discourage erratic phrasing. There will always be a see-saw 
between "Squaring" — the puzzle-solving aspect of the caller's instruetions, and 
"dancing" — that joyous and liberating feeling of moving easily and rhythmically in 
oneself and with the others in the Square.

had sound systems that reproduced music more accurately, would anyone care? Would 
music recorded for Square dancing become more inventive if it could be heard better? 
Would we have better phrasing and more rhythmical movement if we had better music 
and better reproduction of that music? 


Our traditional-style Square dance cousins have always had live music because 
they relish the music and encourage the inventiveness of the musicians so long as 
they stay within the bounds of the original tune and the repeats needed for the 
choreography. This interest in the music has fostered a linkage to the folk and 
traditional music world to the advantage of both musicians and dancers. i doubt that 
we modern Square and Round dancers, being such a piddling bit of the recorded music 
world, will ever have such a wide-ranging rapport with а particular music community. 
1 wonder what that means, and if there is "good" or "bad" to it. 


Well, enough musings for now. Perhaps some readers have some musings of their 
own to share?

Ken Ritucci, Chairman of the CALLERLAB Plus Quarterly Selection Committee, 
announces that the call SCOOT AND RELOCATE has been selected as the Plus 
Quarterly Selection for the period beginning August 1, 1967. 


SCOOT AND RELOCATE - From a Quarter Taq formation, all SCOOT BACK. 
Those coming back to the wave now do a FAN THE TOP. At the same time, those 
who are now facing out, individually turn to face right (face left if the original wave 
in the center had been left-handed), Promenade X way around the Square and face 
in to stand as a couple (Relocate action), 


Definition of SCOOT BACK from a Quarter Taq Formation: From a Quarter 
Tag, dancers step ahead, join forearms (right if center wave was right-handed or 
left if center wave was left-handed), turn % (180°) and step straight forward. Those 
returning to the center step to a wave (using same hands as original wave, (The others 
finish as a couple facing out. Ending formation is a 3/4 Tag. 


Singing Call Examples: 


[1) Heads Promenade 5, Sides Right and Left Thru, Heads Pass the Ocean, Swing 
Thru, SCOOT AND RELOCATE, Recycle, Square Thru 3/4, Swing, Promenade. 


(2) Heads Pass the Ocean, Swing Thru, SCOOT AND RELOCATE, Extend the 
Tag, Swing Thru, Boys Run, Ferris Wheel, Sweep X, Circle Eight, Swing Corner, 
Promenade. 


be : Although this call has already been used 
briefly in the Mainstream Program, there are a few areas in teaching this call that 
1 would like to point out. First of all, the call was originally written starting with 
a SCOOT BACK, At this year's convention in New Orleans, we voted to add Quarter 
Tag as an additional formation. At the time that SCOOT AND RELOCATE was released 
as a Mainstream Quarterly Selection, SCOOT BACK from a Quarter Tag Formation 
was not properly defined, Please note that | have included the recently approved 
definition of SCOOT BACK from a Quarter Tag Formation, 


Secondly, | am asking each and every one of you to please emphasize to the dancers 
that after the initial SCOOT BACK, the dancers facing out turn either Right or Left 
accordingly as in relation to the original handholds in the Ocean Wave, For Example: 
If the SCOOT BACK, is started from a right-handed wave, the dancers facing out 
turn right and Promenade, If the starting ocean wave is left-handed, then the out-facing 
dancers would turn left and promenade, Also, the dancers returning to the ocean 
wave after the SCOOT BACK, return to the same-handed wave in which they began. 


Proper Usage of Quarter ions 


1. QS calls are not a mandatory part of any program. Dancers are not to be held 
accountable for selections past or present. 


2. QS calls should be verbally mentioned and/or physically workshopped prior 
to being called the first time at an open dance. QS calls are to be used al the caller's 
discretion. 

3. Conventions and festivals shall be encouraged to delete quarlerly selections 


from all designated halls. For example, the Mainstream Hall should read MS, not 
MS + QS or MSQS.

Many of you who attended the Bid Session in Houston this year at the National 
Square Dance Convention heard the President of the Nationa! Executive Committee, 
(NEC) thank you for attending the Bid Session and mentioned that those who have 
any comments or suggestions, speak with any member of the NEC, and make your 
thoughts known how the NEC can better serve you, the dancer. 

We would like to report that many of you from all over the United States spoke 
with us, and we are pleased to relay this information to all interested parties. 


Many folks told us that the Education program was one of the best, as most enjoyed 
the diversified topics. The panelists and the moderators were knowledgeable, and 
{һе seminars were interesting. Many folks expressed their gratitude for the large 
number of Exhibitors who were displaying a good amount of quality merchandise. 
The Parade of States was the greatest to date as many had the opportunity to see 
the parade on in-house video. 


The large attendance of callers and cuers did a fabulous job in spite of the poor 
quality of the sound, which was quite noticeable throughout the facility. Many thought 
this could have been easily corrected had better equipment been installed. Having 
Exhibition groups programmed all day up until 8:30 p.m. in the Blue Bonnet Hall was a 
plus for this National. Square Dancing to the callers in the Live Music Hall was enjoyed 
by many dancers who flocked here, where the sound was super. 


The biggest gripe we heard was the way a city was awarded a National Square 
Dance Convention, and many thought the award should have gone to Milwaukee instead 
of Salt Lake Cily, because four out of five National Square Dance Conventions 
beginning with Houston are west of the Mississippi River. Many dancers said that the 
NEC does more harm than good to the Square and Round dance movement by the way 
they select the site for a future National Square Dance Convention, and believe thai the 
convention should move around the country more, if the facilities are satisfactory, the 
leadership is of good quality, and the sponsoring federation has a good track record.
